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Sweeping changes in Soviet leadership 

Gromyko retires in 

power shake-up 


MOSCOW, Sept 30, (Agen- 
cies): Kremlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev engineered the 
most radical power shake-up 
of his political career today, 
retiring President Andrei 
Gromyko and shifting con- 
servative rival Yegor Liga- 
chev from ideology to farm- 

I mg. 

At an urgently-summoned 
meeting of the Communist Party 
central committee. Gorbachev 
gave a new job to KGB chief 
Viktor Chebrikov and removed 
four other top figures, including 
senior foreign affairs expert 
Anatoly Dobrynin, from the 
leadership. 

Gromyko's retirement from 
the Politburo appeared to set the 
stage for his removal from the 
presidency, possibly clearing the 
way for Gorbachev to seek elec- 
tion to a new. more powerful 
presidency called for at a Com- 
munist Party conference in June. 

The Kremlin’s new ideology 
chief, Vadim Medvedev, told a 
news conference the shifts 
» represented a clear gain for Gor- 
* bachev in his perestroika reform 
drive. 

Steadily 

“The course of perestroika is 
advancing steadily," Medvedev, 
59. declared after announcing 
the changes. He said the 300- 
strong central committee had 
met for 1&& than an hour and 
approved the stunning reshuffle 
unanimously. 

Gromyko, 79, served as 
foreign minister for 28 years 


before moving into the ceremon- 
ial post of President in 1985. He 
served under every Soviet leader 
except Vladimir Lenin. 

The four men who retired 
alongside Gromyko were Mik- 
hail Solomentsev, Pyotr Demi- 
cbev, Vladimir Dolgikh and 
Dobrynin. 

Solomentsev, like Gromyko, 
was a full member of the party’s 
ruling Politburo and headed the 
party's powerful watchdog 
body. 

Dolgikh and Demichev were 
candidate (non-voting) members 
of the body, and Dobrynin was a 
central committee secretary who 
earlier served for 24 years as 
Soviet ambassador to Washing- 
ton. 

Medvedev, who announced 
his own promotion into the Polit- 
buro, said Ligachev. 67, would 
become head of a new permanent 
central committee commission 
on agriculture. 

Aspects 

At the same time Medvedev 
became head of a new commis- 
sion on ideology — apparently 
shiftingLigachevfrom theroleof 
top ideologist that gave him real 
power in the Kremlin. 

Ligachev became ideology 
chiefand effective Kremlin num- 
ber two in April 1 985, one month 
after Gorbachev took office. But 
his conservative approach to 
many aspects of reform made 
him appear at odds with the 
Kremlin leader. 

In his new post, Ligachev will 
oversee party policy on improv-

priority and one of the toughest 
problems oc the reform agenda. 

Chebrikov, who also indicated 
alarm that democratisation 
under Gorbachev might be get- 
ting out ofhand, was appointed a 
secretary of the central commit- 
tee and head of a new commis- 
sion on legal policy. 

This signalled his impending 
departure from the KGB 
security police — possibly at an 
urgent session of the Supreme 
Soviet, the country's parliament, 
tomorrow. 

Ranks 

The parliamentary session will 
almost certainly also choose a 
successor to Gromyko as 
President and to Demichev, a 
fonner culture minister who undl 
today was first vice-president. 

Promoted to the candidate 
ranks of the Politburo were 
Interior Minister Alexander 


Vlasov, Anatoly Lukyanov and 
Alexandra Biryukova. 

The last two were previously 
central committee secretaries. 
Biryukova is the first woman to 
reach such a high level in the 
Kremlin ranks for some two 
decades. 

AH five who stepped down, 
Medvedev said, were retiring on 
pension. He told reporters that 
Gorbachev himself announced 
to the plenum that Gromyko 
wanted to retire. 

“Comrade Gorbachev noted 
the merits and achievements of 
comrade Gromyko before the 
party and the Soviet state and 
wished him all the best,” the new 
Politburo member said. 

In a speech to the meeting 
reported by Tass. 79-year-okl 
Gromyko mid he was sad to be 
leaving the leadership ‘‘but age is 
a stubborn thing ana one has to 
take it into account." 

Convinced 

The veteran figure, a fixture on 
the world diplomatic scene for 
almost five decades 


his "decisive support" for the 
policies promoted by Gorba- 
chev. 

“I am deeply convinced that 
the course taken towards a 
revolutionary restructuring of 
the entire life of the country is the 
only correct and scientifically 
founded one," he declared. 

But many analysts say the new 
foreign policy adopted by Gor- 
bachev and Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze had . left 
Gromyko looking increasingly 
uncomfortable recently. 
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Pakistani court blocks 
bid to revive assembly 


ISLAMABAD, Sept 30, (Reu- 
ter): The Pakistani Supreme 
Court today banned any attempt 
to recall tin National Assembly 
dissolved by late .President' 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq in May. 

The official AFP news agency 
said the court passed an interim 
order restraining speaker Hanrid 
NasirChattha or any other mem- 
ber of the lower house of 
Parliament from trying to sum- 
mon the assembly. 

Zia sacked Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejo and 
dissolved the national and four 
provincial assemblies on May 29 

saying the government had failed 
to control lawlessness. 

On Tuesday a five-judge bench 
of the Lahore High Court said 
Zia's actions were not sustaina- 
ble in law although elections due 
in November should go ahead. 

Speaker Chaltha said the ver- 
dict meant the National Assem- 
bly was automatically revived 
and summoned the 237-seat 


house to meet on Sunday. 

But Attorney-General Aziz 
Mims hi went back to court today 
to ask leave to appeal against the 
Lahore verdict and the Supreme 
Court said it was suspending the 
High Court decision pending a 
full hearing. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from Chattha to the latest 
twist in Pakistan's constitutional 
crisis, which began with Zia's 
May 29 move and worsened with 
the President’s death in a mys- 
terious air crash on Aug. 17. 

Ghulam Ishaq Khan, who 
took over as acting President 
after Zia’s death, has said he win 
go ahead with elections due on 
Nov 16 but leave the courts to 
decide whether political parties 
should directly contest the polls. 

Zia declared no parties would 
be able toput up candidates, but 
the opposition Pakistan People's 
Party begins another Supreme 
Court battle on Sunday to have 
the decision overturned.

Curfew clamped on Hyderabad 

60 killed as gunmen 
open fire on crowds 


Karachi. Sept 30, (Reuter): 
At least 60 people were killed and 


150 wounded today when gun- 
men opened fire indiscriminately 
on crowds in the southern Pakis- 
tani city of Hyderabad, hospital 
doctors and eyewitnesses said. 

An indefinite curfew was 
clamped on the city and its 
satellite town of Latifabad, the 
official APP news agency said. 

Large numbers of troops 
moved into the town, the second 
biggest city in Sind province, to 
enforce the curfew, witnesses 
said. 

Injured 

The motive for the attack was 
not immediately dear. But more 
than 60 people have been killed in 
Hyderabad since June in ethnic 
fighting between native Sindhis 
and Mohajir immigrants. 

The gunmen attacked simul- 
taneously in four or five different 
places in the city in the evening 
today, the weekly rest day in Pak- 
istan', the witnesses said. 


In one area, a small van cram- 
med with heavily-armed gunmen 
stopped outside a cinema and 
opened fire on people on the 
streets. Four were killed and 
another injured. 

The independent news agency 
PPI said five people in a wedding 
party from Karachi, including a 
woman doctor, were kUled in 
another attack. 

Doctors said at least 60 people 
had been killed and the death toll 
was likely to rise as many of the 
injured were badly hurt Troops 
were also sent into hospitals after 
firing broke out there, they said. 

The hospitals issued urgent 
appeals for blood donors, but 
people were hampered from 
coming forward by the curfew.

Tehran 

embassy 

TWO Kuwaiti diplomats are in 
Tehran and have reopened their 
embassy there in a major step 
toward normalising relations 
between the two northern Gulf 
states who were on the brink of 
war a few months ago, a senior 
Iranian diplomat said on Thurs- 
day. 

Mohammad Faroughy, Iran's 
Charge d’ Affaires in Kuwait, 
told the Associated Press that 
relations between the Gulf neigh- 
bours were wanning rapidly foll- 
owing the Aug 20 ceasefire m the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

Kuwait expelled five Iranian 
diplomats in September last 
year, reducing Iran’s embassy' 
staff to Faroughy and an aide, 
after mobs stormed the Kuwaiti 
embassy in Tehran following 
riots in the holy tity of Makkah 
in Saudi Arabia. 

Expect 

But Kuwait stopped short of 
actually severing relations with 
Tehran as Saudi Arabia did later, 
citing Iranian subversion and 
terrorism. 

Well-informed sources said 
the Kuwaiti diplomats in Tehran 
are a charge d'affaires and a 
counsellor, putting Kuwaiti 
representation on a par with 
Iran's. 

The sources said they expect 
both countries to gradually 
increase the size of their represen- 
tations. 

The improvement in relations, 
which has been building up for 
several months, is part of a 
regional stabilisation set in 
motion by Iran’s July 18 uncon- 
ditional acceptance of the United 
Nations-sponsored ceasefire and 
peace talks to end the eight-year- 
old Gulf war. 

Faroughy, asked when the 
Kuwaitis arrived in the Iranian 
capital, said: “Ashorttimeago." 

He added: “We main tain good 
relations with Kuwait and there 
are no obstacles that hinder nor- 
malisation." 

The move came after Kuwait's 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs, Saoud AI Osaimi, 
expressed Kuwait’s keenness to 
normalise relations with Iran.

UK, Iran to resume 
full diplomatic ties 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept 30, 
(Agencies): Britain and Iran 
have agreed to resume full 
diplomatic relations and details 
will be worked out by officials of 
the two countries, British 
Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe said today. . 

He made the announcement 
after a 45-minute meetingat UN 
.headquarters with Iranian 
Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati that was preceded by 
talks in Geneva this week bet- 
ween British and Iranian 
officials. 

"We recorded the fact that 
delegations from both govern- 
ments have been meeting in 
Geneva. As a result, both sides 
have decided to resume full 
diplomatic representation on the 
basis of reciprocity and mutual 
respect,” Howe told reporters. 

Freeze 

Although diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries 
were not severed, they entered a 
deep freeze last year after an 
Iranian envoy was arrested in 
Manchester for alleged shoplift- 
ing and a British diplomat was 
beaten up in Tehran. 

Both countries then reduced 
their diplomatic establishment 
to one diplomat in each capital. 

But while Iran has a charge 
d'affaires in London serving 
under the Iranian flag, Britain- 
has sent in only an occasional 
diplomat who must work out of 
the Swedish embassy's British 
interests section. 

Britain withdrew its embassy 
staff at the end of 1979 after the 
United States embassy was 
seized by revolutionary groups - 
who took American diplomats 
hostage. 

Howe said detailed arran- 
gements would now be worked 
out by officials of the two coun- 
tries, adding: “We intend to 
resume full diplomatic represen- 
tation in due course, but of 
course we proceed there by 


Velayati was less specific 
when he spoke to reporters 
separately, saying only that both 
sides had expressed satisfaction 
at the talks m Geneva "and we 
leave matters for them to con- 
tinue their talks on details.” 

A British spokesman confir- 
med the follow-up talks would 
take place in Geneva. 

He said the next stage in 
repairing diplomatic ties would 
be to send a charge d’affaires to 
Tehran to take over the British 
embassy premises. 

In the early 1980s, Britain had 
fewer than 20 diplomats work- 
ing out of the interests section of 
the Swedish embassy. 

Sabah 

Sheikh Sabah, the Kuwaiti 
Deputy Prime Minister and 
Foreign Minister, said the 
decision by the two countries to 
resume full diplomatic ties is 
"useful” inasmuch as it may give 
Britain more leverage in efforts 
to speed up peace negotiations 
between Iraq and Iran. 

Sheikh Sabah made his com- 
ment as he emerged from a meet- 
ing with Sir Geoffrey. 

Asked if the derision would 
facilitate the release of British 
hostages, Sir Geoffrey said, 
there is no connection to the 
derision taken by both govern- 
ments and the hostage situation. 


2 die in Hebron 
clashes 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Sept 30, (Reuter): Two Palestin- 
ians were shot dead and five 
wounded in dashes with Jewish 
settlers and troops in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank town of 
Hebron today, Arab and hosp- 
ital sources said. 

They said Kayed Hussein 
Salah, 42, was killed by two 
bullets m the chest after Arab 
protesters stoned the car of set- 
tlers' leader Rabbi Moshe Levin- 
ger in the ancient city centre.

Saudi Arabia executes 
four for sabotage 


RIYADH, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
Four Saudi Arabians were 
beheaded today for sabotage and 
collaborating with Iran, an 
Interior Ministry statement said. 

The statement quoted by the 
official Saudi Press Agency 
(SPA) said the four men were 
executed is the Gulf coast city of 
Dammam in the country’s eas- 
tern province. 

Captured 

It said they had planted 
explosives at a petrochemical 
plant at Jubail on the Gulf coast 
and accused them of 
"collaborating with a foreign 
regime — Iran — to implement 
itsevil aims to destroy their coun- 
try’s installations and shake the 
economy....' 1 

Oil industry sources had 
reported a fire at the petro- 
chemical plant in late March 
which led to its closure. 

Saudi Arabia broke diplo- 


matic relations with Iran last 
April following 1987 riots in 
Holy Makkah involving Iranian 
pilgrims in which over 400 people 
died. 

The statement said security 
forces first captured Mohammed 
Bin Abdallah Bin Ali Al Qarous 
but gave no date. 

It said file other three, iden- 
tified as Ali Bin Abdallah Bin Ali 
Al Khatem, Azher Bm Ali Al 
Hajjaj and KhaHd Bin Abdd 
Hamid Bin Hassan Al Alak, had 
fled but were spotted during an 
identity check in early August. 

They were captured in a house 
m the eastern province town of 
Al Qatif after a fight in which, 
they killed a security officer, the 1 
statement reported. 

“After interrogation they 
admitted their crimes,” it said. 

Criminals are normally 
executed in public with a sword 
after the mam noon prayers on a 
Friday. 


UN peacekeeping 
forces win 
Nobel peace prize 


OSLO. Sept 30, (Reuter): United 
Nations peacekeeping forces, 
whose blue-helmeted soldiers 
risk their lives policing world 
flashpoints and conflict zones, 
won the 1988 Nobel peace prize 
yesterday. 

Nobel committee spokesman 
Egil Aarvik told a news con- 
ference the $388,000 award was 
intended to strengthen the auth- 
ority of the peacekeepers and of 
the world body as a whole. 

“We want to give more pres- 
tige to these forces, and through 
them to the United Nations.” he 
said 

A delighted UN Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
said be would come to Oslo to 
receive the award in the 
traditional December prize-giv- 
ing ceremony. It was the first 
Nobel peace award to a unit of 
the UN since 1981 when the 
office for the United Nations 
High Commissioner for 
Refugees was honoured. 

Fragile 

UN multi-national forces 
have been stationed in several 
Middle East trouble spots for 
years. Only last month, a new 
unit, of about 350 military 
observers and several hundred 
military and civilian support 
staff, took up position in the Gulf 
to monitor a fragile ceasefire in 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

"The peacekeeping forces are 
recruited from among the young 
people of many nations who. in 
keeping with their ideals, volun- 
tarily take on a demanding and 
hazardous service in the cause of 
peace," the Nobel citation said. 

One of the toughest jobs taken 
on by UN forces has been in 
southern Lebanon, where a 
6,000-strong force has had the 
almost impossible task of trying 
to keep the peace between a 
bewildering number of militias as 
well as separating Israelis from 
Palestinians. 

In 1 982. they were powerless to 
prevent Israeli tanks rolling 
through their lines in an invasion 


of Lebanon aimed at driving the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) out of the country. 

In Naquora, south Lebanon, a 
spokesman for the United 
Nations Interim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFIL). Timor 
Goksel. told Reuters: "We are 
absolutely delighted and elated 
with the news and we feel it is a 
great day for UNIFIL after all 
these really hard times in 
Lebanon." 

Doubted 

He said the Nobel prize was a 
< “good answer” for all those who 
doubted the effectiveness of the 
UN peacekeeping force. 

Israeli leaders have often 
accused UNIFIL of failing to 
prevent attacks against their nor- 
thern border. UNIFIL in turn 
has blamed Israeli troops for 
hampering its duties. 

The Israeli Foreign Ministry 
said in a statement: “Even more 
than a prize for existing 
achievements, this is a testimony 
of the yearning for peace and 
understanding between peo- 
ples." 

In Oslo, Aarvik said the five- 
member Nobel committee of 
Norwegian academics and 
politicians was pleased that the 
United Nations had recently 
gained increased world-wide res- 
pect. 

“We think they are on the right 
track, and are happy that the 
world community in this way 
recognises the UN as a true ins- 
trument of peace,” he said. 

Tipped 

The United Nations and 
several of its agencies had been 
tipped for the prize hi a year in 
which the world body has done 
much to transform its former 
image as a cockpit of Third 
World radicalism and 
bureaucratic waste. 

Perez de Cuellar was nomin- 
ated too late to be considered for 
this year's award. But he said: “It 
is one of the most brilliant 
decisions taken by the committee 
of the Nobel prize." 


Christie 
cleared 
of doping 

SEOUL, Sept 30, (Reuter): Brit- 
ish sprinter Linford Christie was 
cleared today of doping, despite 
a drugs test, and will keep his 100 
metres silver medal, a senior 
Olympic official said. 

“He has been completely 
cleared. He can run tomorrow," 
Prince Alexandre de M erode, 
chairman of the International 
Olympic Committee medical 
commission, told reporters. 

But the medical commission 
recommended that a second Brit- 
ish athlete, Kerrith Brown, be 
stripped ofhisjudo bronze medal 
and thrown out of the Seoul 
Games for using drugs, a British 
team official said. 

Brown failed a drug test whicb 
showed up the banned diuretic 
fur o semi de, Caroline Searie of 
the British Olympic Association 
told reporters. 

De M erode said Christie was 
cleared by a “very large 
majority” with some absten- 
tions. But the decision on Brown 
was unanim ous. 

Searie said Christie had insis- 
ted he had taken no banned sub- 
stances. 

Christie. 28, who collected the 
100 metres silver medal after 
Canadian Ben Johnson was dis- 
qualified for taking steroids, was 
summoned to the medical com- 
mission to explain the presence 
of the stimulant pseudoe- 
phedrine in his urine. 

Searie said Christie had told 
British officials he had “taken 
certain bealtb products" includ- 
ing ginseng which his doctors 
knew about and recommended. 
He disclosed this at thetimeofhis 
dope test

Hijacker shot dead, passengers released 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Sept 30, 
(Agencies): A gunman hijacked a 
Brazilian jetliner on a domestic 
flight yesterday, killing the co- 
pilot and wounding two other 
crewmen, then wounded a fourth 
crewman and was shot to death 
by police hours later when he 
tried to change planes. 

The 9S passengers left behind 
on the hijacked Vasp airliner 
were reported safe by authorities 
after the gunman was killed at 
the airport in Goiania, 125 miles 
(200 km) south of the federal 
capital of Brasilia. 

The hijacker, who was not 
identified, had agreed to 


exchange his Boeing 737 full of 
passengers for a twin-engine 
plane belonging to the Brazilian 
Air Force (spokesman Col Eden 
Asvolinsqfcesaid. 

Asvolinsque said shooting 
broke out as the hijacker attemp- 
ted to switch planes, using the 
pilot and another crewman as 
human shields. 

Suspect 

The gunman shot the pilot in 
the teg when he saw armed 
security forces posted around the 
plane, and fled on foot into 
underbrush near the airfield. 
Squads of federal police and Air 
Force troops quickly surroun- 


ded the suspect and shot him to 
death, Asvolinsque said. 

The eight-hour ordeal began 
at about 10:47 am, 20 minutes 
after the Vasp airliner took off 
from Conflns airport at Belo 
Horizonte, 220 miles (3S0 km) 
north of Rio de Janeiro. 

The gunman burst into the 
cockpit and shot co-pilot 
Salvador Evangelista and woun- 
ded two other crewmen. At 1 :45 

f im, the plane — nearly out of 
iiel — landed at Goiania, and 
authorities began negotiating 
with the suspect.

US denies 
secret deal 
to free 
hostages 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Sept 30, (AP): An Israeli news- 
paper reported today that eight 
American captives and one Brit- 
ish hostage held in Lebanon 
would be released in October 
following secret talks between 
the United Stales and Iran. 

In exchange for the release, 
Washington would provide 
economic aid, gradually release 
billions of dollars in Iranian 
funds frozen in US banks and 
resume diplomatic relations with 
Tehran, the English-language 
weekly The Nation said in a 
report from Geneva. 

The US Slate Department 
denied the report and said no 
negotiations have been held. 

“There have been no such 
meetings," said department 
spokeswoman Phyllis Oakley. 
“The story is not true. It is all 
false." 

In an unattributed report. The 
Nation, which has been publish- 
ing only four weeks, said that the 
secret negotiations between 
Tehran and Washington began 
in Geneva on Monday. 

The Iranian delegation told 
US representatives that pro- 
Iranian Shiite Muslims holding 
the hostages in Lebanon deman- 
ded S3 million in ransom and 
immunity from prosecution, The 
Nation said. 

The report said that the 
American delegates responded 
they were not in a position to pay 
ransom.

Discovery 
launches 
satellite 
into orbit 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida, 
Sept 30, (Agencies): A crucial 
$100 million NASA communica- 
tions satellite launched by the 
crew of the shuttle Discoveiy was 
safely fired into its final orbit 
early today in a major success for 
the first post-Challenger flight. 

Discovery’s five-man crew 
launched the 4,900-pound (2 2- 
ton) tracking and data relay 
satellite, or TDRS, at 5:50 pm 
yesterday, six hours and 1 3 min- 
utes after their triumphant 1 1 :37 
am blastoff on the first American 
manned space flight in more than 
2-1/2 years. 

Capping the successful shuttle 
launch, the satellite's second- 
stage booster successfully fired at 
12:07 am (0407 GMT) today to 
put the relay station into its 
proper orbit 22300 miles (33,900 
km) over the eq uator. 

Testing 

After about 50 days of on- 
orbit testing, the satellite, iden- 
tical to one destroyed in the 
Challenger disaster, will work 
with another TDRS already in 
orbit to greatly improve com- 
munications between shuttle 
crews, ground control and other 
spacecraft. 

“The TDRS deploy could not 
have been better today,” said a 
NASA spokeswoman. 

Discovery’s crew — comman- 
der Frederick Hauck, 47, co- 
pilot Richard Covey, 42 John 
“Mike” Lounge, 42 David Hil- 
mers, 38, and George “Pinky” 
Nelson, 38 — was awakened at 
5:37 am (0937 GMT) by a taped 
message from comedian Robin 
Williams that was provided by a 
Houston radio station, NASA 
said.

Big five urge flexibility 
in Gulf peace talks 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept 30, 
(Agencies): The foreign ministers 
of the Gve permanent Security 
Council members called on Iran 
and Iraq to show restraint and 
..flexibility. -in, .their, negotiations, 
for an end to the Gulf war. 

The appeal came in a 
statement issued after a meeting 
between Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de CueQar and the 
foreign ministers of the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Britain, 
China and France, here for the 
General Assembly. 

Expressing support for the 
UN chiefs peace-making efforts, 
the five said Iran and Iraq now 
had the opportunity to reach a 
comprehensive, just, honourable 
and durable peace. 

“They urged the need for sub- 
stantive and continuous talks, 
and, in this respect, they wel- 
comed the decision to continue 
the talks on Oct I the statement 
said. “They called on both sides 
to display restraint, flexibility 


and readiness to search for 
mutually acceptable solutions.” 

The age-old dispute between 
Iran and Iraq over the Shatt AI 
Arab border waterway is likely to 
bar a breakthrough ip Gulf war 
peace talks, Arab and Western 
diplomats in the region said. 

“I do not see either party adop- ' 
ting a position ... that could speed 
up the talks,” said a Western 
ambassador. “The best hope is 
for the rather tense no war, no 
peace situation to continue.” - 

Baghdad, seeking to capitalise 
on current military superiority, 
has thrust the Shatt AI Arab to 
the forefront of talks. 

Iran moved three warships to 
the northern Gulf, shipping 
sources said yesterday. 

Shippers said the warships 
were near the disputed Shatt Al 
Arab waterway, at the head of 
the Gulf, and also near the site 
where a US F-14A fighter jet 
crashed earlier this week.

WASHINGTON, Sept 30, 
(Agencies): The United States 
and 1 1 allied countries signed an 
agreement yesterday to build a 
$23 -billion permanently manned 
^ -spacestation designed to : serve as 
a stepping-stone for human 
exploration of the solar system. ‘ . 

The facility, known as Space 
Station Freedom, will be desig- 
ned, developed, operated and 
used by all the partners, winch 
include nine European allies, 
Japan and Canada, in addition 
to the United States. 

The United States is providing 
$16 billion to theprogrammeand 
the other partners are contribut- 
ing more- than $7 billion. The 
agreement was formalised al a 
State Department signing 
ceremony at which Secretary of 
State George Shultz presided. 

Richard Smith, a State Depar- 
tment scientist, told reporters the 
project is “dearly the world's lar- 
gest ever international venture 
and certainly one of the most 
complex.” 

Meanwhile, in Moscow, 
Pravda reported today that the 
Soviet Union is conducting sys- 
tems checks at the Baikonur Cos- 
modrome in Central Asia for the 
launch of its first space shuttle. 

No date has been announced 
for the unmanned maiden launch 
of the shuttle, but Soviet space 
officials said it would take place 
later this year.

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Iran shelves 
bill to dissolve 
Revolutionary 
Guards force 

ATHENS, Sept 30, (UPI): The 
Iranian Parliament has shelved 
for at least six months a bill to 
merge the Revolutionary 
Guards Corps and the regular 
Army, a -Tehran resident said 
yesterday. 

The resident, reached by tele- 
phone from Athens and speaking 
on condition of anonymity, 
quoted the Tehran newspaper 
^ Ettelaat as saying a stormy 
debate broke out in Parliament 
when the government last week 
tabled a bill to merge the Guards 
with the regular Army. 

Critics of the bill said it 
amounted to a dissolution of the 
Revolutionary Guards Corps, 
the Paramilitary force which was 
designed in 1979 to “Guard the 
Revolution” and keep the ruling 
clerics in power. 

The Majlis or Parliament on 
Wednesday decided to postpone 
debate on the bill for six months 
after ruling it was still unclear 
whether or not the war with Iraq 
was over, Ettelaat said. 

Controversy 

Prime Minister Mir Hossein 
Musavi’s government tabled the 
bill in the Majlis amid heated 
controversy in Iran's capital 
about the role of the guards in the 
■" GulTwar. 

The Guards have been criti- 
cised for losing the war, as a 
result of having insisted on using 
human wave tactics against the 
advice of regular Army comman- 
ders. 

Repeated use of h uman waves 
tacLics against well fortified Iraqi 
forces between 1982 and 1987 
resulted in heavy losses of per- 
sonnel whom Iran was not able 
to replace. 

The Guards were also criti- 
cised in Parliament over the past 
week for massive desertions from 
the front, and for jockeying for 
safe jobs in cities well-removed 
from the frontline, Tehran sour- 
ces who asked not to be identified 
£ said. 

' In early June, spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini ordered the 
Revolutionary Guards Corps to 
be fully merged with the regular 
armed forces. 

Khomeini issued the order 
while appointing Majlis Speaker 
Akbar Hashemi-Rafsanjani 
deputy supreme of 
the armed forces. 


Decision to follow border talks 


Taba awarded to Egypt 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Sept 30, (Reuter): Israel and 
Egypt will hold negotiations on 
marking the final international 
border, at a disputed Red Sea 
beach strip after Israeli general 
elections in November, Israel 
Radio said today. 

The broadcast said the Israeli 
and Egyptian delegations agreed 
to heed an American request to 
wait until after the Nov 1 poll 
before resolving final arran- 
gements for Taba, a 700-metre 
(700-yard) coastal strip. 

The five-member panel said 
that a disputed border marker in 
Taba belonged to Egypt. But it 
did not draw a border from the 
marker to the coastline, which 
covers an area of some 200 
metres and could be drawn to 
include the hotel and resort. 

It was unclear if Israel would 
try to convince Egypt in negotia- 
tions to draw the border line to 


include the hotel and resort in 
Israeli territory. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said the final border at 
Taba would be determined in 
negotiations but Foreign Mini- 
ster Shimon Peres said Israel 
would stand by its commitment 
to accept the panel's verdict. 

Israel and Egypt were also due 
to discuss arrangements for 
. ownership and access to the hotel 
and resort if they came under 
Egyptian sovereignty. Egypt’s 
Munster of State for Foreign 
Affairs, Boutros Boutros Ghali, 
said Egypt would buy the hotel. 

Election issue 
Israel held on to Taba in 1982 
when it returned the rest of the 
Sinai desert to Egypt under their 
1979 peace treaty 
Egypt's victory in the arbitra- 
tion has become an election issue 
in Israel, with Shamir’s right- 


wing Likud Bloc blaming Peres's 
Labour Party for the loss of 
Taba. 

Labour politicians in turn said 
the Likud refused to accept com- 
promises offered by Egypt before 
the arbitration verdict. 

Shamir said last night that the 
arbitration verdict showed I srad 
should not use international 
forums to solve its problems — a 
reference to his opposition to an 
international Middle East peace 
conference favoured by Peres. 

"Israel is not interested in any 
international arbitration — not in 
territorial matters and not in any 
other matters. Compromise and 
direct talks are the best way,” he 
told the radio. 

Shamir opposes a Middle EasL 
conference on grounds it could 
force Israel to give up the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, captured from Jordan in 
the 1967 Middle East war. 


Pakistan faces 
new flood 
threat 

LAHORE, Sept 30. (AP): Army 
helicopters dropped food pack- 
ages to stranded villagers Thurs- 
day as flash floods moved south 
through eastern Pakistan and a 
river started rising dangerously. 

Government officials said 
more than 800,000 people were 
affected as the Ravi and Chenab 
rivers overflowed their banks in 
Punjab province following heavy 
rains up north in disputed Kash- 
mir. 

Eleven deaths were confirmed 
by Thursday. 

Flood waters were receding in 
northern Punjab, officials said, 
but the Sutlej river, which flows 
from India, was rising on the 
Pakistani side, threatening vast 
areas of the eastern lowlands. 

The Sutlej, only a trickle since 
India built a dam on it 30 years 
ago. was becoming a torrent, 
officials said. 

Meantime, thousands of peo- 
ple remained perched on roof- 
tops in central Punjab where 
Army ' helicopters and motor- 
boats delivered relief supplies, 
and c thousands- were - v acci n ated 1 
against cholera and typhoid. 


Ershad, Rajiv agree 
to seek flood control 


NEW DELHI, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
India and Bangladesh, after 
years of wrangling, agreed on 
Thursday to seek a way of con- 
trolling annual floods that devas- 
tate both countries. 

A statement issued after more 
than six hours of talks between 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
and Bangladesh President Hos- 
sein Mohammed Ershad said 
they agreed to set up a joint task 
force to recommend solutions 
within six months. 

Floods have killed more than 
2,600 people in Bangladesh in 
recent weeks and hundreds more 
in India. 

Indian officials described the 
agreement as a breakthrough. 
Ershad had proposed a region- 
wide attempt at controlling mon- 
soon-swollen rivers that rage 
down from the Himalayas but 
New Delhi rejected such a move. 

Tragedy 

"They have come off that high 
horse of theirs of blaming India 
for everything,” a senior Indian 
official said. 

The agreement is to study how 
to control the waters of both the 
"mighty Brahmaputra' and "the 
smaller Ganges which flow 


through both countries. 

Meanwhile, a rescue attempt 
in flood-swept northern India 
turned to tragedy when a boat 
capsized and drowned 22 people. 

Police said only four of the 26 
people aboard the boat managed 
to swim to safety after Wednes- 
day night's accident near the 
Punjab state city of Jull under. 

The floods, now receding, 
have caused more than 350 
deaths in Punjab and the states of 
Himachal Pradesh, Haryana and 
mountainous Jammu and Kash- 
mir. according to official figures. 


Egypt puts clock 
back one hour 

CAIRO, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
Egypt puts its clocks back one 
hoar at midni ght today, return- 
ing to two hours ahead of Green- 
wich Mean Time (GMT) after 
four months of energy-saving 
summer time; national news- 
papers reported. 

The government advanced the 
clocks on May 17 to conserve 
electricity because of low water 
levels behind the Aswan High 
‘ Danroo the River Nile in south- 
ern Egypt. . . * ’ . 
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The long-awaited mini-copier from 
Panasonic is available in the market to 
attract the world’s attention as the first 
multi-purpose mini-copier with 
standard characteristics. 





Islamic gold' 
com creates 
auction record 


LONDON, Sept 30, (AP): A tiny 
and exceptionally rare 
Islamic gold coin, minted 64 
years after the death of Holy 
Prophet Mohammad, (Peace 
Be Upon Him), sold for 
£1 65,000 (5277,200) on Thur- 
sday, Sotheby's auction 
house said. 

The firm said the price was an 
auction record for an Islamic 
coin and for any coin auc- 
tioned in Britain. 

"It was bought with a telephone 
bid by a Middle Eastern 
collector who has asked us 
not to identify him," said Tim 
Eden, head of the firm's coins 
department 

The seller also remained anon- 
ymous. 

The pure gold coin dinar is 3/4- 
inch (19 mm) in diameter and 
nearly 13 centuries old. Pro- 
phet Mohammad died in AD 
632 and the coin was made in 
696. 

At the time, the power and 
influence of the Islamic 
empire extended through 
Iraq, Arabia, the Middle East 
and parts of North Africa, 
and was based in Damascus. 
"When the Muslims wanted to 
introduce their own coins 
they knew only Byzantineand 
Persian coins. So initially they 
simply adapted them and 
added Arabic inscriptions,” 
Eden said. 

“It wasn't until 77 Hijra of their 
calendar in the Umayyad 
dynasty, which was 696 AD, 
that they finally introduce 
their own, purely Islamic 
coins and we were selling an 
example. I suppose there 
aren't more than 10 to 20 like 
it left in the world,” he said. 
The coin bears Arabic inscrip- 
tions from the Holy Quran. 

Turks face fines 

ANKARA, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
Three milli on Turks who failed 
to vote in last Sunday's referen- 
dum face fines totalling 37.4 
billion lira (522.8 million), the 
semi-official Anatolian news 
agency said. 

Polling is compulsory for the 
26.6 milli on registered voters 
aged over 19 years. Non- voters 
are fined 12.500 lira (57.6) unless 
they give valid reasons within 
three months ' 


Hirohito showing signs of distress 


TOKYO, Sept 30. (Reuter): 
Japan's Emperor Hirohito has 
complained of pain and being 
unable to sleep, officials and 
relatives said today. 

Hirohito told his grandson 
Nobuhiko Hieashikum during a 
visit to his bedside on Thursday 
that his body ached and that he 
could not sleep. 


These were the first com- 
plaints by the 87-year-old 
emperor to emerge through the 
information blanket pul up by 
Imperial Household Agency 
officials who control most 
aspects of imperial family life. 

“1 could tell he had jaundice 
but he did not look that bad." 


Higashikuni, a grandson by 
Hirohito's eldest daughter, told 
reporters after the visit. 

In his regular morning briefing 
today, agency spokesman Kenji 
Maeda said doctors removed 
white corpuscles from the 
emperor's two latest blood trans- 
fusions in an attempt to help 
fight his fever.

Kuwait 
began its own ambitious plan to 
develop educational facilities. 


Howe/I also spoke about the 
history of education m Kuwait 
and recalled that in 1952 there 
were 114 Kuwaiti teachers 
including 17 women. In Kuwait 
City, he said, there were J 2 
primary schools and one secon. 
dar> school for boys and defai 
primaiy schools for giris. ^ 
Kuwaitis had been attending 
the American University of 
Beirut for years. But the first 
batch of three Kuwaiti students 
went to the US in the mid-1950s j, 
for higher studies. # 

Howeii said about 10.000 peo- 
ple from Kuwait graduated in 
American universities in the past 
few decades. Over 5.000 Kuwaiti 
students are presently studying 
in US universities. 

Howell praised Kuwait’s 
educational policy and said: 
“Kuwait has every reason to be 
proud of its young generation 
and wc are happy to have played 
a role in the field of education." 


THE dean of the Faculty of 
Education al Kuwait University , 
Dr Saad AJ Hashel, has said that 
in addition to meeting 
requirements for teachers and 
upgrading the efficiency of those 
working in the educational sec- 
tor, the faculty extends other 
services to the community. 

In an interview with Kuwait 
News Agency (KUNA), Dr 
Hashel said the faculty sponsors 
training courses foremployees of 
Kuwaiti ministries and public 
and private institutions. 

He also said that the faculty 
which was set up in 1980, had the 
goal of providing teachers 
needed by Kuwait schools and 
upgrading those working in the 
educational field. 

The faculty is now working to 
meet requirements for 
educational services. 

Courses 

Discussing new courses that 
are to be introduced by the 
faculty. Dr Hashel said com- 
puters in education, family 
education and space engineering 
will be offered. 

He also said the faculty spon- 
sors two diploma programmes 
for teachers who have university 
degrees but no certificate of 
education. The Ministry of 


Education annually suggests 
names of teachers who should 
take the courses. 

Those teachers can join the 
programme resulting in a 
diploma in general education or 
work toward a diploma in 
educational guidance. 

The faculty also co-operates 
with other institutions. Dr 
Hashel said. Five training cour- 
ses on behaviour skills for 
stewards and stewardesses of 
Kuwait Airways Corp. were 
organised.

He also commented on collec- 
tive Gulf security through Iraq 
and Iran and the GCC states, 
indicating that the Gulf is an 
international waterway.

International relief for Afghanistan 

Largest post-war 
recovery plan

PESHAWAR, Pakistan: Inter- 
national relief officials are press- 
ing ahead with what is poten- 
tially the largest post-war 
recovery programme since the 
Marshall Plan. 

But even as the top United 
Nations official for Afghanistan 
forges together a “task force" of 
; UN and voluntary agencies to 
carry out the S2-billion opera- 
tion. some Western diplomats 
and foreign aid workers are 
cautioning the organizers to 
“think small." 

One Western aid represen- 
tative in Peshawar stresses that 
the war-devastated and primitive 
Afghan economy has a limited 
capacity to absorb money and 
resources. “I don't think we can 
realistically provide more than a 
SI 00 million worth of effective 
assistance*' for the first 18- 
month phase of the UN plan, he 
says. 

Private foreign aid workers as 
well as resistance sources say that 
given continued fighting bet- 
ween the mujahideen (Afghan 
guerrillas) and Afghan govern- 
ment forces in large areas, it is too 
curly and ambitious to embark 
on reconstruction on the scale 
the UN plan envisions. Leading 
Afghan guerrilla commander 
Abdul Haq bas voiced warnings 
along the same lines. 

Security 

According to most indica- 
tions, Afghanistan still lacks the 
security conditions conducive to 
full-scale repatriation of the 5 
million refugees and the 
estimated 2 million to 3 million 
Afghans who have been inter- 
nally displaced in their country. 

Until such a time, aid workers 
here say, the UN Task Force 
should concentrate on expand- 
ing the smaller crossborder 
opera u’ons. Some UN officials 
say the refugees may return in 
time for the autumn planting 
season, but most relief co-ordin- 
ators do not anticipate sig- 
nificant movement until next 
spring at the earliest. Much will 
depend, they say, on whether the 
mine fields have been cleared. 

To get things moving, 
however, UN co-ordinator. 
Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan is 
pushing for initial reconstruc- 
tion projects in "zones of peace" 
— mainly border areas where 
fighting has ceased and there is 
considered to be little danger of 


bombing. The Prince is expected 
to inspect some of these “zones of 
peace," pending the co-opera- 
tion of the Kabul and Islamabad 
governments as well as that of 
local resistance commanders. 

Appeal 

Prince Sadruddin has 
appealed for a total of SI. 16 
billion for the programme's first 
1 8 months. Although no starting 
date has been set for the project's 
first pbase. he has so far received 
pledges of about $40 million. 

Task Force representatives 
insist that it is vital to move fast in 
order to take advantage of inter- 
national interest in Afghanistan. 
Also, syas Martin Barber. Task 
Force representative in the Pak- 
istani capital of Islamabad, “No 
one is sure how things will 
develop and there are many scen- 
arios. So we must be prepared for 
the worst, such as a sudden 
return of refugees, and be able to 
act now.” 

However, some worry that 
such haste may put the UN on 
the line. 

“What is at stake is the loss of 
credibility of the UN if much of 
what is beingpromised cannot be 
done,” says one UN official who 
asked not to be identified. 

Critics argue that Western 
donor countries will react 
negatively to what might be seen 
as unrealistic proposals. They 
say there is a tendency among 
some organizations to disregard 
political and military realities, 
and assume that conventional 
aid techniques applied in Africa 
or Asia are appropriate in Afgh- 
anistan. 

According to certain relief 
sources, aid agencies only had 
three weeks to put forward 
proposals to the UN, and many 
of those plans were based on 
inadequate information and 
preparation. 

Programmes 

"What we really need are 
programmes with imagination 
that lake local circumstances 
into account.” says Robert Bren- 
ner of Freedom Medicine, an 
American voluntary agency that 
trains Afghan medics for work 
inside Afghanistan. 

Afghans, it is often pointed 
out, are a resourceful and hardy 
people who do not necessarily 
require an aid operation that will 
lead them by the hand from start 
to finish.

Election prospects 
dim in Burma

BANGKOK. (Reuter): Three 
political parties have been for- 
med in Burma since the Army 
seized power on Sept 18 but 
opposition leaders and Western 
diplomats believe prospects for 
free multi-party elections remain 
dim. 

The Burma Socialist 
Programme Party (BSPP). 
whose long rule was ended by 
General Saw Maung's takeover, 
has changed its name to the 
National Unity Party and regis- 
tered with the Election Commis- 
sion. 

After months of anti-govern- 
ment demonstrations and six 
weeks of strikes, the BSPP 
promised free elections and said 
it would contest them, though 
the party's leadership would 
stand aside. 

The BSPP's new name was 
close to that of the main opposi- 
tion croup, ihe National United 
Front for Democracy, which in 
turn changed its name to the 
National League for 
Democracy. 

Brigadier Aung Gyi. 70 once 
number two to Ne Win whoruled 
for 2b years, was appointed the 
League's chairman. General Tin 
Oo. 62. a former defence' mini- 
ster. was made vice-chairman 
and Aung San Suu Kyi, 43-year- 
old daughter of independence 
hero Aung San, became general 
secretary. 

Manifesto 

The League's manifesto called 
on students and workers to con- 
tinue strikes and on the govern- 
ment to lift a curfew, remove 
bans on public gatherings and 
unions and stop a campaign of 
shootings and arrests. 

Dissidents, doctors and 
diplomats say l ,000 people have 
been killed in Rangoon since the 
Army seized power and most of 


these were unarmed pro- 
democracy demonstrators. 

On Wednesday, a letter sent to 
the Army-backed Election Com- 
mission said the League wanted 
to register as a political party in 
case conditions for a free and fair 
election came about. 

Diplomats said it was sig- 
nificant that the League’s mani- 
festo contained no reference to 
the formation of an interim 
government, a rallying cry for 
dissidents. 

“The opposition now knows 
no interim government can be 
created on their terms and 
accepts the fact that Saw Maung 
and the military are in control,” a 
Western diplomat said. 
Conditions 

A League spokeswoman was 
asked by telephone if all condi- 
tions of the group’s manifesto 
would have to be met before it 
would take part in elections. 

“The leaders and the executive 
committee will decide on which 
points to stand and which points 
to give in if needed," she said. 
"But I don't see any way we can 
give in on some demands." 

Saw Maung has said bis gov- 
ernment would listen to no more 
demands and he has refused to 
meet opposition leaders. 

On Wednesday; official Radio 
Rangoon said the Election Com- 
mission would set a final date 
within three months for the regis- 
tration of parties. 

A day earlier the radio repor- 
ted the formation of the 
Democracy Party, comprising 
mostly followers of former Prime 
Minister U Nu, whose over- 
throw by Ne Win in 1962 led to a 
quarter of a century of worsening 
poverty and political repression. 

It was the first word on Radio 
Rangoon about opposition 
activities since the takeover by 
the Army, which has asked 
opposition leaders to takepart in 
elections. 


US bargaining hard to hold onto its costly bases 


Sun setting on American military empire

WASHINGTON, (UPI): The 
sun is slowly setting on the far- 
flung American military empire. 

From East Asia to the heart of 
Europe, where once it stood like 
a free-spending colossus over the 
wreckage of World War 11, the 
United States is bargaining hard 
to hold onto its costly forward 
defence perimeter. 

Seventy nations once hosted 
American bases, today only 21. 
The United States has 25 percent 
fewer overseas bases than during 
the Vietnam war. 

Spain is evicting 72 US F-16 
fighters and Greece is threaten- 
ing the cancellation of its four US 
bases. The Philippines, mean- 
while, has locked Washington 
into hard bargaining over the 
future of its huge naval and air 
bases — the Asian bastion of the 
US military and its mainstay of 
defence in the region. And from 
New Zealand to Denmark, the 
once unfettered visiting rights of 
US nuclear-armed ships are 
under challenge. 

But America is not the “pitiful, 
helpless giant" that President 
Reagan feared in his 1980 cam- 
paign rhetoric. 

Ironically, the withdrawal of 
US forces from man y of the bases 
is evidence of America’s success- 
ful worldwide diplomatic and 
political strategy since World 


Warll. 

Exhibit A: Japan and Ger- 
many, once prostrate and vul- 
nerable, are now rearmed and 
prosperous US allies. Relations 
with China are normalized and 
friendly. 

Exhibit B: The US superiority 
in weapons technology and its 
new rapid resupply capabilities 
project American power in ways 
that most experts say can com- 
pensate for the loss of bases. 

About 40,000 troops, steeled 
with nuclear artillery, guard the 
Korean DMZ Another 300,000 
nuclear-backed US troops stand 
toe to toe with Warsaw Pact for- 
ces in Europe. US submarines 
and aircraft patrol the North 
Atlantic from Britain. American 
lilots cover the Mediterranean 
rom Turkey and Greece, US 
Navy ships cruise the Gulf using 
bases in Italy and the Philippines 
and refuelling facilities at Diego 
Garcia in the Indian Ocean. 

Combat 

Combat aircraft and naval 
task forces — armed with cruise 
missiles that can throw a nuclear 
punch far over the horizon — 
shuttle between Hawaii Japan 
and Okinawa, where 22,000 
Marines stand ready for quick 
airlifts to regional hot spots. 

The rise of economic power- 
houses in Asia, chiefly Japan, 
and an economically unified 
Western Europe, moreover, are 


R 


creating new rivalries and power 
centres even as world commun- 
ism has ceased to be such a mon- 
olithic force. 

In short, the nature of the 
world has changed, and with it, 
America’s need for foreign 
militaiy bases. 

But now few bases is too few? 
And can US forces, fighting from 
fewer bases, knock out their 
Soviet air, ground and naval 
adversary in a general war? 

“The answer is yes," says Dr 
Earl Ravenal, who as director of 
the Asian division oftheOfficeof 
the Secretary of Defence in 1967- 
1969 conducted a study of US 
foreign bases — and recommen- 
ded a cutback. 

“On a strict cost-benefit basis, 
we didn't need them" even at the 
height of the Vietnam war, he 
said in an interview. 

Strength 

“We have as much strength 
now in the form of our combat 
capability as we’ve ever had,” he 
said. 

But Edward Luttwak. a senior 
fellow at Washington’s Centre 
for Strategic and International 
Studies, thinks the transfer of F- 
16s to Italy and threat of eviction 
from the Philippines bodes ill. 


vai po\ 
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anyway.*' he said, adding that 
Guam is not a suitable substitute 
for the deep, spacious waters of 
Subic Bay in the Philippines. The 


F-I6s will be more exposed to 
Soviet attack in Italy, he said, 
and an evacuation of fighter air- 
craft to Japan would put them" 
much, much too forward" 
toward Soviet attack forces. 

But Luttwak also said, “how 
valuable a port or base is. is 
dependent on constantly shifting 
technological and geopolitical 
factors.” 

In Germany — where US units 
are generally regarded as a 
deterrent and not expected to be 
able to defeat a full-fledged East 
bloc invasion — American force 
levels depend on Lbe assessment 
of Soviet intentions. 

“One can say a problem 
doesn't exist in Europe” in the 
atmosphere of detente, Luttwak 
said. “(But) if you take for gran- 
ted that a Gorbachev can come 
and go, then you have to be con- 
cerned about what they can do. 
There is.no reason at all to be 
confident about our strength." 

In Spain, he added. “The prin- 
ciple was established that USfor- 
ces can be evicted by an allied, 
non-Third World country." 

In any event, the towering cost 
of overseas bases is playing an 
increasing factor in strategy. 

“The budgetary concerns do 
seem to be taking the forefront 
here," acknowledged Pentagon 
spokesman Mel Sun dim. 

The operation of foreign bases 
rings up on the American cash 


register at S3 billion a year, a 
pittance compared to the Ss5 
billion Washington spends on 
the men and weapons assigned 
overseas. 

But America’s foreign land- 
lords are jacking up the rent for 
US bases, loo.addingto Washin- 
gton's financial and political 
headaches. 

In the mid-1970s, American 
taxpayers forked out 5200 
million a year in “permit" costs 
for foreign bases. Today that 
figures is S2 billion a year. 

Fewer bases adds weight to 
the importance of the remaining 
ones, says James R. Baker, a for- 
mer deputy assistant secretary of 
defence for policy analysis. 

Bargain 

“The leaders of these nations 
understand this and use it to 
drive a hard bargain when base 
access comes up for a discussion, 
particularly when they are 
uncovinced that keeping the 
bases on their territory is in their 
strategic interest," Baker wrote 
recently in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

in Lhe Philippines. Greece and 
Spain, politicians came to office 
facing or encouraging popular 
calls to rid their territories of 
American militaty installations.

WASHINGTON, (Reuter): Pic- 
ture this: the president sends an 
aircraft carrier battle group to 
patrol near the Middle East as a 
show of force due to tensions 
with a small anti-US country on 
the coast 

It is a routine cruise until one 
night when a missile is fired from 
shore toward the US fleet some 
150 miles (240 km) away. 

As the missile passes over the 
warships, vents slide open in its 
nose-cone. A mist of deadly 
nerve gas, which can kill in min- 
utes, floats down upon 
unprepared sailors. Hundreds 
die, the fleet is incapacitated, the 
United States humiliated by a 
fourth rate power. 

According to Defence Depart- 
ment officials, this is no fanciful 
scenario butanagjgiag worry ata 
time when ballistic missile tech- 
nology and chemical weapons 
are rapidly spreading despite US 
efforts to reverse the trend. 

Concerned 

“This is something the Depart- 
ment of Defence is very concer- 
ned about,” said one Pentagon 
official, who spoke on condition 
he not be identified. 

He said that when US war- 
ships were sent to the Gulf to 
protect shipping from Iranian 
attacks, the Pentagon felt defen- 
ces were inadequate against a 
possible gas attack.' 

“Against even non-nuclear

missile attacks, there is little or 
no defence,” according to a 
report on missile proliferation 
released this week by Senator 
Dan Quayle. the Republican 
vice-presidential nominee. 

The Pentagon official said the 
United States had no adequate 
deterrent against a chemical 
attack. It could not credibly be 
expected to retaliate with nuclear 
weapons and did not want to use 
chemical arms, which President 
Reagan branded this week as a 
“horror" and an “ominous 
terror” in a new call for a world 
ban on poison gas. 

Gas 

Since the Reagan administra- 
tion took office, an arms control 
official told Reuters, the number 
of countries that could make 
poison gas has increased from six 
to22. 

North Korea, Israel, Brazil, 
Argentina, and perhaps South 
Korea and Iraq could now 
produce ballistic missiles and 
within 10 years up to 15 countries 
in the developing world will have 
this capability if the trend contin- 
ued, the official said.

US officials and private aims 
experts say several Middle Eas- 
tern countries have both 
chemical arsenals and ballistic 
missiles, among them Libya, 
Iran, Iraq, Egypt and Syria. 

But of these, only Syria had 
managed to build missile war- 
heads that could carry death- 
dealing chemicals such as nerve 
or mustard gas, according to 
Seth Carus, a missile expert with 
the Washington Institute for 
Near East Studies. 

He said there was evidence 
that North Korea had also 
developed poison gas warheads 
and reason to worry that Libya 
could acquire warhead tech- 
nology from Syria or North 
Korea. 

Talks 

US Assistant Secretary of 
State H. Allen Holmes and 
Soviet arms control official Vik-. 
tor Karpov met in Washington 
on Monday for the first of a series 
of superpower talks on ballistic 
missile proliferation. 

“The two delegations agreed 
on the seriousness of the 
problem," a spokesman said 
after the meeting. 

The hope in the State Depart- 
ment is that Moscow will stop 
exporting missiles and will put 
pressure on nations such as Iraq 
and Syria to stop building or 
buying ballistic missiles. 

The United States, Japan, 
Britain, West Germany, Italy, 
France and Canada are working 
to slop the spread of missiles and 
earlier this month agreed to 
lobby against Argentina's Con- 
dor II missile, which is being per- 
fected with Egyptian and Iraqi 
help and likely to be sold in the 
Middle East. 

Washington has also been 
pressing China to show restraint 
on the export of missiles and has 
urged Brazil to scrap a con- 
troversial missile deal with 
Libya. 

Some private arms experts are 
sceptical at how effective such 
pressure can be. 

Carus said “one should not 
5f ve , * xcessive expectations. 
North Korea and Iran both have 
developed indigenous missile 
forces. This shows the dificulty of 
keeping these technologies out of 
the hands of people who want 
them." 


Shevardnadze makes 
revolutionary speech

UNITED NATIONS, (AP): For 
those accustomed to hearing tur- 
gid speeches about class struggle, 
oppression and East-West con- 
frontation, Soviet Foreign Mini- 
ster Eduard A. Shevardnadze’s 
speech Tuesday was revolution- 
ary. 

The Soviet minister took the 
rostrum Tuesday and sounded 
more pacific, pragmatic, 
ecologically sensitive and non- 
conteutious than many Soviet 
officials have sounded for years. 

Shevardnadze proclaimed 
“our vision of peaceful coexis- 
tence as thonmversal principle of 
.international reliitions." , Class 
^struggle in the mt&na^3§I 
arena, - he said, is out. ' _ 
not a practical basis for conduct 
of international relations, he 
asserted. 

.There’s more. The senior 
Soviet diplomat even spoke of 
"holes burned in the ozone 
layer*' and the greenhouse effect. 
He lamented acid rain, the erod- 
ing biosphere, dying sea s and 
fauna. He devoted far more time 
and passion to “aggression 
against nature" than to arms 
control and strategic nuclear 
weapons. 

“We need resources to save 
our planet, instead of destroying 
it," he said. 

Conciliatory 

Shevardnadze's third speech 
to the General Assembly since he 
became foreign minister was a 
watershed speech, conciliatory, 
non-confrontational and philo- 
sophical. 

There was no list of US-Soviet 
problems and irritations, no 
harsh cataloging of world 
problems, no significant mention 
of the Middle East 

“It truly was a revolutionary 
speech, an important statement 


of Soviet philosophy in foreign 
relations," said Iraqi ambas- 
sador Ismat Kittani, a veteran 
UN diplomat. “It was especially 
significant for its toae and style, 
as well as its content, for what 
was unsaid as well as what was 
spoken,” he said. 

Kittani and many other UN 
diplomats cited Shevardnadze's 
references to peaceful coexis- 
tence. "deideologizmg" foreign 
policy and improved Soviet- US 
relations which benefit the 
world.

over the past few years since 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev took over. 

He again proposed strength- 
ening of the United Nations and 
said that while safeguarding their 
sovereignty, nations would 
subordinate some interests to the 
international purpose of peace 
and to multilateral forums. 

“The Soviet Union is recon- 
sidering its previous attitude to 
the UN organisation's economic 
institutions," Shevardnadze 
said, referring to his nation's 
reluctance to participate fully. 

Shevardnadze's major 
statements, taken from the 
official English-language text, 
included: 

• “While not renouncing 
any of our values ... the Soviet 
Union supports a deideologjza- 
tion of international relations 
and theexclusion of an overwhel- 
ming component of ideological 
differences from foreign policy 
and diplomacy. It expects and 
wishes that others do likewise.”

A letter from a Budapest party 
cell to the committee expressed 
concern at recent demonstra- 
tions permitted iu Budapest and 
at the critical tone of state media.

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Astrology helped by ‘Reagan effect’

PARTICIPANTS in a recent 
summer school on astrology 
included a surgeon, a chemical 
engi nee r, and the senior fund 
manager of the fourth-largest 
mutual fund, in the world. All 
felt that they could benefit 
professionally from this 
ancient method of self-analysis 
and prediction. 

No longer regarded as the 
prerogative of the lunatic 
fringe, astrology is even being 
considered as a serious business 
tool. The advent of the personal 
computer has revolutionised 
the traditional system of what 
its detractors like to describe as 
“fortune telling.'* : 

“A lot of the market profes- 
sionals know about astrology 
and watch it out of the corner of 
their eye," says Daniel F&Uant, 
a trader and financial 
astrologer who advises about 
two dozen major companies on 
their investments. “It's a 
credibility matter, it's pretty 
flaky to think that stars over 
planets affect the state of the 
market, which actually they 
do." 

Pallant spent 12 years and 
about £80,IX)0 processing data 
based on the history of the Fin- - 
ancial Time's 100 Index. “1 
looked for things which are 
supposed to be traditional 
astrology and a lot didn't work, 
but I found a lot that did work 
which had nothing to do with 
tradition,’ 1 says Pallant, who 
estimates that his system is 
about 80 per cent accurate at 
predicting medium-term 
trends. 

"We have quite a good 
reputation within the invest- 
ment trust and unit trust indus- 
tries, who use us as an

analysis.” 

Astrologers have also ben- 
efited from the revelation that 
one of their number had a hand 
in the affairs of President 
Reagan. This growth in interest 
is known m astrological circles 
as the "Reagan Effect." 

“People don't realise that 
newspaper horoscopes are. 
nothing more than an idiot's 
lantern vision of the' real 
thing,'* explains Charles 
Harvey, president of the 
Astrological Association, who 
charges £20 an hour For private 
and corporate consultations. 

"The truth is that astrologyis 
an extraordinary and profound 
subject which has been around 
in its presentformforat least 40 
or SO years that people have 
prostituted it for the news- 
papers.” 

Possible 

His is a view echoed by the 
more reputable of the media 
astrologers. "There are no new- 
spaper or magazine sun sign 
astrologers who could put their 
hands on their hearts and tell 
you that what they are doing is 
a true representation of what 
astrology has to offer,” says 
Jonathan Cainer, astrologer to 
Today and Woman. 

"It is by nature an editorial 
trick and bastardisation of a 
wonderful art. Producing a 
horoscope for all librans or 
Arians is almost exactly like 
saying 'today I’m going to 


mak e a forecast for anyone who 
comes from Scotland.’ " 

Cainer believes it is possible 
to “predict into the future a bit 
but not to make cut-ahd-dried, 
100 per cent predictions. When 
I do something liira awiftiwring 
that David Owen will renounce 
his leadersip of the Alliance and.

own it is an informed guess, a 
mixture of common sense and 
what . the horoscopes say.

He has noticed a changing 
attitude towards astrology 
among the intelligentsia. 
"There was a time when 
astrology was for eccentrics or 
for showbusiness. If you were 
an educated, intelligent person 
who was interested in it you 
were either loppy oris it for the 
money. Now I come across far 
fewer of the old, tired, cynical 
arguments.” 

One person who has no time 
for horoscopes is Heather 
Couper, a popular astronomer 
who publicly debunked 
astrology in a TV show recently 
in the UK. 

“If astrology worked it 
would be amazing ly powerful 
but if you study it statistically 
you discover that the re is no 
correlation between what 
astrologers predict and what 
actually happens. And as far as 
assessing personalities goes, it*

all comes back to what people 
want to believe." 

Professor Hans Eysenck, 
emeritus professor of psy- 
chology at the. University of 
London, has studied most of 
the evidence for and against 
astrology, and is sceptical. 
"Somebody predicts some- 
thing all the time so obviously 
they can't always bewrong,” he 
says. "I remember dreaming 
the Derby winner, unfortun- 
ately it was the wrong horse. 
But if lots of people dream 
about it, someone is bound to 
dream the right one." 

Scepticism 

Despite scientific scepticism, 
nany public figures are said to 
lave sought the assistance of 
astrology, including Hitler, 
Sheikh Yamani, and Teddy 
Roosevelt. Woodrow Wyatt 
Aras one ofthe few major figures 
to have openly supported the 
Reagans. "There is something 
going on out- there which is real 
although we do not understand 
it," he claims. 

The most meticulous scien- 
tific research into the subject 
has been done by French psy- 
chologist and statistician 
Michel Gauquelin, who has 
discovered that links between 
people’s characters and the 
position of the planets at the 
time of their birth are greater 
than they would be according 
to chance. 

The idea, however, of using 
astrology as a means of assess- 
ing the suitability of job 


applicants, as is reputed to hap- 
pen in America, is described by 
Eysenk as “rather threaten- 
ing.” Even so, a growing num- 
ber of psychotherapists and 
medical practitioners see it as a 
useful means of discovering a 
patient's personality traits; and 
there are said to be surgeons 


who think twice about operat- 
ing when the moon is full since 
that is when patients are 
believed to bleed more. The 
effects of the moon have always 
been taken more seriously by 
the masses than those of the 
planets and th* stars. 

Social work is another area 
in which it is hinted that 
astrology is being increasingly 
used. Pamela Brooke-Jones, a 
former social worker in psy- 
chiatric hospitals, admits that 
she found astrology very useful 
in her job. 

"It gave me an insight into 
the basic personality of my 
patients when it came to mak- 
ing assessments," she says. . 

Today, she uses astrology to 
help find work for the unem- 
ployed on Deeside. “By work- 
ing out their birth charts we are 
able to discover their untapped 
potentials and encourage them 
to go after jobs they wouldn't 
have thought of doing before, 
and a remarkable number have 
been successful.” 

For its leading protagonists, 
there is more to astrology than 
inner awareness; most of them 
are able to predict glittering fin- 
ancial rewards — for them- 
selves — both at the mass- 
media horoscope end of the 
market and in stro-therapy and 
business consultations. There 
are three times as many male 
astrologers as female but many 
women do their jobs part-time. 
Men tend to make it a fill] time 
career and so make more 
money. 

Cainer, who sends out bet- 
ween 20,000 and 30,000 com- 
puterised personal horoscopes 
a year at about£l 0 a time, is one 
of hundreds of people provid- 
ing a similar service. 

The most authentic, accord- 
ing to Charles Harvey, is a new 



Swiss system. Astro 
Intelligence, which provides a 
psychological horoscope 
analysis by tbe respected 
astrologer and Jungian therap- 
ist Liz Greene, and which costs 
just under £20 for a 20-page 
computer print-out — a bar- 
gain compared with the price of 
a horoscope and personal ses- 
sion with someone of Greene's 
calibre, which can cost between 
£100 and £200. 

With such rich pickings to be 
had, it is scarcely surprising 
that candidates are flocking to 
spend almost £500 on diploma 
correspondence courses. 

One of the best-known ofthe 


media astrologers is Patric 
Walker, who was trained by the 
legendary Celeste. He refuses to 
do persona] horoscopes but 
nevertheless lives in self-enfor- 
ced exile on a Greek island on 
the proceeds of his world-wide 
syndicated columns, books and 
articles. Like most of tbe media 
astrologers. Walker never 
looks at his own horoscope. 

“I honestly don't believe that 
every day you have to find out 
where the sun, moon and plan- 
ets are because I don't think we 
are controlled. Astrology is all 
about the proper use of free 
wilL” 

At Charles Harvey's sugges- 


tion I sent off for the Astro 
Intelligence horoscope myself. 
It perceptively recognised my 
wit, culture, clarity of intellect 
and realistic world view. 

It reminded me of an 
experiment by Gauquelin who 
sent out “personal" horos- 
copes in response to requests 
from a random cross-section of 
the French public. Ninety per 
cent of them recognised them- 
selves immediately while 85 per 
cent of their spouses commen- 
ted on the remarkable accuracy 
of the horoscopes. In fact, 
Gauquelin had sent them all the 
same personality profile — that 
of a mass murderer.

Multiple personality disorder: a living hell

BLONDE' -Mecutlve . Truddi. - 
Chase faced the eager group of 
businessmen and lawyers crow- 
ded around the conference 
table in the office of a leading 
property company.

Then she stared mesmerised 
at the ashtray in front of her, 
where moments before, she had 
placed a single smouldering 
cigarette. Now to her bewilder- 
ment, at the side ofber butt, was 
another lipstick-stained 
cigarette — yet she was the only 
woman in the room.

They include Elvira 
the Vamp, Miss Wonderful, 
Lamb Chop and Mean Joe, 
who's black. 

The tragic fantasy world she 
lives in was brought on at the 
age of two as a defence against 
constant sexual abuse from her 
mother and stepfather. 

But for years Truddi had no 
idea what was happening to 
her. 

She suffered di 22 y spells, 
memory loss and wondered if 
she was going mad. She was 
tested for epilepsy and pumped 
full of drugs. 

Then she met Dr Phillips and 
together they unravelled the 
bizarre truth. She suffers from 
multiple personality disorder. 

Dr Phillips explains: "She is 
not insane in any legal sense 
and, beyond signs of under- 
standable strain, there is noth- 
ing physically wrong with her.” 

ForTruddi, however, life has 
at times, seemed like a living 
hell. 

She reveals: “Before my 
marriage broke up things got so 
bad that I was treated Tor Post

Menstrual Tension. The same 
doctor who had delivered my 
daughter Page prescribed 
valium and when that didn't 
work he gave me librium. The 
tests seemed to go on for ever. 
I’d never seen so many doctors 
and needles and pills. 

"But no illness was ever 
found." 

Dr Phillips learned that when 
Truddi left that crucial business 
meeting, she had recovered her 
composure and tried to drive 
home. But as the car swung into 
the heavy traffic, a firm male 
voice had ordered her “Pull 
over. I’m driving." 

Then she saw the man's hand 
turn up the radio to maximum 
volume as the car began shoot- 
ing through traffic from one 
lane to another. The actions 
were not her own. 

She told the psychotherapist: 
“I was obeying instructions 
from The Outrider. Then I was 
being protected by Miss Won- 
derful who told me to pull in for 
a cup of coffee where we’d be 
joined by Mean Joe. 

Robert Phillips began prob- 
ing the early life of his patient. 
He discovered that her child- 


hood had been lived in a succes- 
sion of rooming houses in small 
American towns. Her parents 
had separated when she was 
just two and her mother 
married a man who constantly 
abused Truddi sexually, 
physically and emotionally. 

The stepfather’s abuse of 
Truddi continued for 14 years- 
with threats of violence if she 
ever disclosed what bad hap- 
pened to her. 

When Truddi was 16 her 
stepfather left the family and 
she drifted, friendless and 
alone, to Washington where 
she worked as a commercial 
artist. Her eventual marriage 
was plagued with temper tan- 
trums, periodic blackouts and 
bouts of continual dizziness. 

Inevitably, the couple divor- 
ced and custody of their daugh- 
ter was given to the father. But 
as Truddi's property career 
blazed with success she soon 
<nund that she was losing con- 
trol of the “people" insider her. 

During her sessions with 
Robert Phillips, her voice had 
been known to suddenly 
change and grow hard. Then 


she would introduce herself as 
Ten-Four, a tough-minded 
businesswoman who would tell 
her “You’re not being fair to 
your mother. It’s wrong to 
think mean thoughts about a 
mother who tr imm ed the crusts 
off the bread for your school 
sandwiches.” 

Earlier, Truddi had told the 
doctor how once her mother 
had jabbed her viciously with 
the sharp point of a lead pencil 
because she could not do her 
maths homework. 

Persecution 

When recalling the 
numerous incidents of child 
abuse and persecution, Truddi 
preferred to become Catherine. 

Robert Phillips says: “On 
these occasions it isn’t just her 
personality that changes but 
her whole appearance. 

“Her eyes become apple 
green, even her hair style seems 
to alter and her voice becomes 
quite different There are times 
when she has been Sister Mary 
Catherine, a nun who calls out 
‘Harlot* 

The doctor soon diagnosed 
that Truddi was living in her 


fantasy world as a defence 
mechanism against the sexual 
and emotional abuse she had 
suffered. 

At the psychotherapist's sug- 
gestion, Truddi was 
encouraged to write down her 
experiences. At first, the man- 
uscript came in pages of typ- 
ewritten notes. Then in an inex- 
picable succession of different 
styles of handwriting. But 
nothing prepared him for the 
handmade greetings card he 
received from Truddi. 

Inside was an incredibly 
intricate poem written in a style 
that was almost 200 years old. 

He finally deciphered the sig- 
nature which rad: “Ean, for 
The Troops.” 

Truddi knew nothing of the 
prose but she readily answered 
the doctor’s question: “Of 
course, I know Han. He'soneof 
The Troops.' He’s an Irish 
philosopher and poet, a gen- 
ius...” 

In the middle of her therapy 
lessons, Truddi's voice would 
drop to that of a two year old as 
she became Lamb Chop, the 
little girl who is protected by 
Mean Joe, laughed at by Elvira 


the Vamp and watched overby . 
Rabbit all people ,_whq^tive , 
inside her. i 'I > ~.y i " 

But she always reverts" to - 
being Catherine when she 
recalls the farmhouse where her 
stepfather abused her. 

Catherine declares: “I 
remember the isolation of the 
farm, snowbanks taller than a 
man’s bead; days verging into 
weeks, the total silence when 
nothing moved across the win- 
ter landscape." 

Now Truddi’s therapy ses- 
sions have been videoed and the 
tapes handed over for study by 
other psychotherapists at the 
Protective Services Clinic at 
Cashell, Maryland, in the 
United States. 


Robert Phillips explains: 
“Multi-personality as 
experienced by Truddi is very 
rare indeed. Psychiatrists 
reckon that throughout the 
world in countries where ! 
records are kept there are not 
more than 200 known cases. 
This is why her experience is so 
fascinating and what she has to 
tell us may help other suf- 
ferers." 

Truddi is still undergoing 
periodic sessions with Robert 
Phillips and trying to cope with 
her changing personalities. But 
sometimes she is even affected 
physically and her face shape 
and eye colour change 
dramatically. 

Truddi declares: “1 can go 
into my doctor on Monday and 
be pregnant, then on Friday 
I'm not One day I'm allergic Lo 
something, the next I'm not.” 

All sorts of things trigger the 
switches in personalities. Some 
have not reappeared for as long 
as a year. 

In addition. The Troops — 
Truddi's name for her "other" 
people — sort oni who can best 
cope with a given situation. 

She explains: “If I see a piece 
of chocolate cake, somebody 
who likes chocolate cake will 
come out and eat the whole 
thing. Once you understand 
what is going on, it’s not so 
frightening." 

These days she no longer has 
her own business but works in 
Dallas as a secretary because it 
is less demanding. Her treat- 
ment now consists of simple 
therapy over the telephone or 
sometimes a swift plane trip for 
a counselling session at the 
Protective Services clinic alth- 
ough it is unlikely she will ever 
be cured. But with her 
boyfriend Daniel she has lear- 
ned tocope with life and, as part 
of the therapy, Truddi has writ- 
ten a book about her experien- 
ces. 

Of course, she did it with the 
help of The Troops.

Concentrate now, 
medical hypnosis 
is becoming a very 
serious discipline

THE Hague, Netherlands 
(AP): Hypnosis was once the 
business of quacks and 
charlatans. But today, it is find- 
ing increasing acceptance as a 
serious and useful treatment for 
dozens of illnesses, ranging 
from phobias to headaches. 

“The process (of acceptance) 
is still going on," says Belgian 
psychiatrist Dr Richard van 
Dyck at the International Con- 
gress of Hypnosis and Psy- 
chosomatic Medicine in The 
Hague. A professor of psy- 
chiatry at Amsterdam's Free 
University, Van Dyck served as 
chairman of the conference's 
scientific committee. 

Van Dyck claimed that there 
are only few nations who res- 
trict the practice of hypnotism 
to formally qualified therap- 
ists. As a result, he said, uns- 
crupulous practitioners still 
induce their subjects to carry 
out "weird and fantastic 
behaviour,” sometimes even 
during public performances. 

“All along, there have been 
swings in the amount of 
: interest" in hypnosis as a 
serious branch of science, said 
Van Dyck. 

One sign of the level of 
current interest was the turnout 
of some 600 doctors, psychoth- 
erapists and dentists at The 
Hague conference on modem 
applications of hypnosis. 

The conference was the 1 1th 
in a series that began in Paris in 
1889. 

Hypnosis first became 
popular in the late 1 8th century 
because of the work of Franz 
Mesmer, an Austrian physician 
who theorised about' what he 
called “animal magnetism." 

But only in the 1950s did it 
become a topic for serious psy- 
chological study, when the 
American researcher Ernest 
Hilgard designed a scale to 
measure how much a person is 
susceptible to being hypnot- 
ised. 

“People who are easily hyp- 
notised ... have generally been 
more interested in the world of 
fantasy ever since their youth... 
they’re often very creative,” 
Van Dyck said. 

"On average, I wouldn't 
expect the same degree of hyp- 
notisability among math- 
ematicians as among theatre 
actors,” he added. 

In the 1970s, psychiatrists in 
the United States began to dis- 
cover hypnotism was a valuable 
tool in helping veterans of the 
Vietnam war overcome 
traumatic experiences. 


Today, the treatment ofpost- 
tra uma tic distress is one of the 
most important psychiatric 
applications of hypnosis. 

Meanwhile, general prac- 
titioners use it to combat disor- 
ders ranging from tension 
headache to psoriasis, and den- 
tists increasingly rely on hyp- 
nosis to help patients overcome 
dental phobia. Some even use 
hypnosis as a substitute for 
anaesthesia. 

Another question being 
explored is whether hypnosis 
can be made to boost man’s 
disease-fighting immune sys-i 
tem — possibly some day help- 
ing combat acquired immune 1 
deficiency syndrome. 

Hypnosis already has been 
found effective in the treatment 
of some types of immune- 
related illnesses, such as warts, 
Karen Olness, an American 
researcher, said in an interview 
at the conference. 

She is now conducting 
research on whether hypnosis 
can help children infected with 
the AIDS virus boost their 
immune systems. The 
Cleveland, Ohio researcher 
said she is “very optimistic” 
that hypnosis could eventually 
have an effect on AIDS. 

“Hypnosis can be regarded 
as a state of increased concen- 
tration," Van Dyck said. "The 
(patient's) normal experience 
of reality gradually fades." 
During hypnosis, a patient is 
increasedly susceptible to sug- 
gestions that would otherwise 
seem strange or even offensive, 
although the patient generally 
retains some control over the 
process and can end the hyp- 
nosis when it gets too threaten- 
ing. 

A hypnotic stale can be 
induced by any of dozen meth- 
ods, and most patients can 
eventually enter hypnosis 
alone, he said. 

In one of the most commonly 
used approaches, a patient is 
asked to pick a random point 
on the wall and stare at it, lock- 
ing out all other mental activity. 
In another, patients are told to 
imagine their hand is getting 
gradually lighter and even- 
tually levitating. 

“TTiere’s a personal element 
in it too. Hypnosis has got to be 
a little interesting to be effec- 
tive ” Van Dyck said, adding 
that the choice of what he calls 
“ritual” often depends on the 
individual patient. 

However, “it’s not without 
some danger. There are people 
who really have a hard time 
resisting what is being sugges- 
ted to them” underhypnosis, be 
added.

Hollies top UK charts again

NEW YORK.(UPI): The Brit- 
ish music scene has been going 
through a quiet revolution 
recently as young bands reject 
the freeze-dried, fashion- 
dominated trends of '80s pop 
for a tougher approach that 
harks back to the mid-1970s. 

One of the biggest UK suc- 
cess stories in the past year has 
been the rise to prominence of a 
Scottish blue-eyed soul band 
called Wet Wet WeU a group 
that plays classic American 
soul with the conviction of true 
believers. 

The Glasgow combo, led by 
golden-throated lead singer 
Marty Pello, saw its debut 
album. Popped In Souled Out, 
rocket to No. I and yield three 
top 10 hit singles. The band's 
cover of With A Little Help 
From My Friends, taken from 
the Sgt Pepper Knew My Father 
benefit album, was No. 1 for 
five weeks earlier this year. 

Though the band's 
American impact is decidedly 


smaller, the near-hysterical 
reception Wet Wet Wet 
received in the packed, seaty 
confines of Manhattan's 
trendy showcase, the Cat Club, 
suggests that the band already 
hasastrongcult following here. 

“It's strange for us,” said 
keyboardist Neil Mitchell after 
the show. “We just finished a 
British tour playing to about 
15,000 people a night, and we 
come here and play to 300 peo- 
ple in Boston. From Birmin- 
gham to Boston.” 

Reasons 

Pello relished the challenge 
of breaking new ground. “It's 
just another punter with a dif- 
ferent accent,” he said of the 
American audience. “I'm still 
gonnago out and give the exact 
same performance.” 

“We're confident that 
audiences will like us because 
the songs are good. We believe 
in our music, we have songs 
with substance and depth, and 
colour, and we have a great 
time playing them. People like 
to see other people enjoying 


themselves.” 

One of the reasons these 
Glaswegians are having such a 
good time is that they couldn't 
even get gigs only a few years 
ago. 

“We got our start around the 
time of the punk movement” 
said Pello, “Listening to the 
Gash and Elvis Costello. The 
attitude was anyone could join 
‘ a band, so we did it outselves.” 

“As time went on we 
matured, and our sound began 
to change. We've been together 
for about seven years. We got 
together at Clydebank High, 
and we all got thrown out. We 
were 15, 16. We were on a one- 
day ticket to oblivion. Our 
music was an escape and it 
became a way ofKfe. We just sat 
in our rooms and wrote songs. 

“On our first gig we played a 
community centre and every- 
body booed us. We were doing 
songs that ended up on the first 
album, Angel Eyes, The 
Moment Yon Left Me. We were 
playing to a really young 
audience. They just wanted to

The band worked on its 
material and developed its own 
distinctive soul -derived style. 
“I’m very much influenced by 
the Philadelphia sound,” Pello 
explained. “My favourite sin- 
gers axe Jerry Butler, Carla 
Thomas. Ann Peebles and A1 
Green. The biggest influences 
on my songwriting are Burt 
Bacharach and Hal David, who 
are very much involved with 
melody.” 

When the band felt they were 
ready to make a record, they 
travelled to Memphis, Tennes- 
see, to see Willie Mitchell, the 
■ house producerat legendary Hi 
records. 

“We were very naive," said 
Neil Mitchell, “and we didn’t 


know what a producer was so 
we went to our record collec- 
tion and looked at the names. 
We saw Willie Mitchell's name 
of the back of an A1 Greene- 
album and said let's go find 
him. 

“He was really supportive 
and we learned a lot from him. 
We recorded about 10 songs 
with Willie, but we didn't feel ' 
like putting them out as our 
first album. “It's more ofa self- 
indulgent thing so we didn't 
think it was right to start out 
that way. We are going to 
release it now, though, before i 
the second album comes out.” 1 

The band is starting to make 
long-range decisions, Mitchell 
said, “because we plan to be 
around for a long time.” 


Pop evolution of the saxophone 


Kenny G and Co.: groovy music but is it really jazz?

SARATOGA SPRINGS, New 
York, (UPI): The saxophone 
has been the most distinctive 
voice in jazz since the 1920s, 
mostly because many of its ver- 
sions match the human voice in 
range. 

Unlike the brilliant, piercing 
trumpet, there often is a vocal 
quality to the playing. 

Satiny 

The tenor and soprano horns 
have dominated the sax 
market, with fewer players 
specializing in the alto and 
baritone models. Coleman 
Hawkins, the first great voice 
on tenor saxophone, set the 
pace for ail jazz tenors through 
the 1930s. 

Grover Washington Jr., 
attracted to the saxophone 
sounds of Hawkins, Ben Web- 
ster. Don Byas. Lester Young 


and Col trane, found crossover 
success in the mid-1970s with 
his own satiny funk sound that 
melded jazz and pop. In 1981, it 
reaped him Grammys for the 
jazz-fusion album Winelight 
audits R&B single Just theTwo 
of Us featuring singer Bil With- 
ers. 

While maintaining its jazz 
dominance, the reed ins- 
trument has over the past 15 
years taken a greater foothold 
in the pop field. Clarence 
Clemons' solos added a new 
dimension to the Bruce Spring- 
steen sound in the early 1970s. 

The riveting tenor solos of 
•Raphael Ravenscroft helped 
make Baker Street a 1978 hit 
for guitarist British singer- 
guitarist Gerry Rafferty on the 
City to City album. 

Every major rock star worth 
his or her salt soon had a tenor 
player aboard on recording ses- 
sions and concert lours. 


The saxophone’s pop evolu- 
tion has come full circle in the 
last three years with the succes- 
sive emergence of soprano 
specialists George Howard, 
Kenny G, Najee and Gerald 
Albright. They brought the 
saxophone to the centre- 
spotlight in a way previously 
reserved for vocalists. 

With hype and strong record 
company promotion, their ins- 
trumentals have been riding 
high on the pop charts. R&B 
rankings and the Grab Bag list- 
ing called contemporary jazz. 

At first listen, 1 thought the 
four of them Grover Washing- 
ton clones, but that lable isn't 
fair to Washington. He can, 
and still does, cut loose in the 
jazz sphere when he wishes. His 
1984 duet album with guitarist 
Kenny Burrell, Togethering, is 
a fine example. 

Equally fine is his new acous- 
tic jazz album. Then and N, 


released this month by Colum- 
bia Records, which features 
Tommy Flanagan, Herbie 
Hancock, Ron Carter, Marvin 
Smith and young Russian saxo- 
phonist Igor Butman. 

The Grover Washington 
imitators have no such roots. 
They stick with a slick musical 
formula that is both commer- 
cial and reaches out to a mass 
audience. They can't settle into 
a jazz groove because they have 
no grasp or understanding of 
the vast jazz repertoire. 

Misled 

Unlike Washington, most of 
them would never feel comfor- 
table in a jam session where any 
tune is likely to be called . 

But since they sell tickets and 
draw large crowds, they often 
share top billing at jazz festivals 
across the country- Kenny G 
and Najee were on the roster for : 


this month's Newport jazz at 
Saratoga, a two-day outdoor 
windup to the huge JVC jazz 
festival in New York. 

The way Kenny G was 
received, you'd think this 
pleasant, curly-haired young 
man from Seattle was named . 
Michael Jackson. The crowd 
gushed and cheered at the mere 
mention of a song, a gyration or 
a syrupy lick of notes that said 
nothing musically. 

But the audience loved it. So 
do his listeners, who have 
bought 2.S million Kenny G 
albums in the past two years. 

I’m not begrudging these 
young gents their obvious suc- 
cess. Far from it They are play- 
ing something the mass 
audience loves. It also sounds 
nice. 

But don't call it jazz, and 
don't be misled by recording 
industry'Top JO’-charts into- 
thinking that it is jazz.

Opening lead: King of 0 

Normally, an endpiay is designed 
to surrender the lead to a specific 
opponent. Once in while, though, 
declarer is in a most fortunate posi- 
tion — when he gives up the lead, he 
really doesn’t care which defender 
wins the trick. 

North’s one-spade overcall effec- 
tively took East out of the auction. 
South had a good heart suit, and 


had no intention of letting the ene- 
my buy the hand at the three-level, 
so he rebid his hearts and became 
declarer. 

West cashed three top diamonds, 
then shifted to the king of clubs. 
Declarer drew trumps in two 
rounds, then paused to consider his 
chances. He knew that West held at 
least six clubs, three diamonds and 
two hearts. Therefore, there was 
scant chance to make an overtrick 
by setting up a long spade. Indeed, 
East was a favorite to hold the king 
of spades because he was marked 
with great length in the suit. 

Declarer found a simple way to 
proceed — he exited with a club. If 
West won the club and had no spade 
as an exit card, he would be end- 
played — either minor-suit return 
would present declarer with a ruff- 
sluf f . And if he had a spade, declar- 
er would have to fall back on a 
spade finesse. If East won the club, 
the contract would be a cinch; not 
only would a minor-suit return yield 
a ruff-sluff, but a spade would be 
into dummy’s major tenace. 

Declarer’s play earned a just re- 
ward. West was indeed void in 
spades, and there was now no way 
the contract could be defeated.

Asia flexes economic muscles at IMF meeting 

Interest rate rise seen as threat to Third World 


WEST BERLIN, Sept 30, (AP); 
Financial leaders from 1 5 1 coun- 
tries end their annual meeting 
yesterday amid warnings that 
higher interest rates would 
increase the Third World’s $1.2- 
trillion debt 

“Every rise of 1 percentage 
point in interest rates costs the 
debtors another $6 billion a 
year,” said Stanley Fischer, vice 
president and chief economist of 
the World Bank. 

But higher interest rates are 
also seen as a way of stilling price 
increases. In the United States, 
they also attract money from 
abroad to meet the government's 
budget deGdL 

“It would be highly undesira- 
ble if an excessive concern for 
inflation were to bring about a 
spiral of interest rate rises,” said 
Giuliano Amato, Italy’s 
Treasury Minister. 

. Third World countries already 
pay more than $50 billion a year 
on loans subject to variable 
interest rates,, resulting in 
ballooning payments when rates 
go up.They complain too much 
of their earnings already go to 
interest payments, leaving little 
for improving living standards. 

In many developing countries. 


especially Africa below the 
Sahara, residents’ incomes have 
been decli ning for 20 years. 

The Bank and its sister or gan - 
isation, the International Mon- 
etary Fund , have been holding 
their annual meeting this year in 
West Berlin The bank is the chief 
source of aid for Third World 
countries, lending about $17 
billion a year. 

•The IMF, which lends about 
$8 billion a year, was originally 
concerned with keeping currency 
rates stable. Now, both bodies 
devote most of their efforts to 
helping arrange new Joans for 
Third World countries in the 
hope, the money will be more 
wisely invested and help debtors 
“grow out” of their troubles. 

Since the meeting began, 
thousands of leftists have staged 
sometimes violent protests, char- 
ging that the bodies are impover- 
ishing the developing world with 
restrictive debt policies. ' 
Burden 

World Bank and IMF officials 
respond by saying they are trying 
to help the indebted Third 
World, . while delegates to the 
meetings from rich and poor 
countries have been searching 
for new ways to lighten the debt 


burden. 

Attention has concentrated on 
a Japanese proposal from Sato- 
shi Sumita, governor of the Bank 
of Japan, who told the meeting 
on Tuesday his bank would turn 
some of the debt into bonds and 
sell them to thepubbc-Themove, 
dubbed “securitisation” by 
traders, would delay repayment 
by many years. 

The bonds would be backed by 
money paid into special 
accounts, managed by the IMF. 

Proposal 

Simula's proposal left many' 
questions, including whether 
borrowers would pay less 
interest, what money they would 
put into the special accounts, and 
whether the plan in some way 
would shift the risk from banks 
that made the original loans to . 
governments and their tax- 
payers. 

Another issue involved the 
fund’s own monetary unit, the 
“Special Drawing Right” or 
SDR. The fund first issued SDRs 
in 1972 with the hope they would 
eventually replace gold, the 
dollar and other currencies as the 
world’s major reserve asset. 

But the would-be inter- 
national currency never caught 


on, even though about $27 
billion worth of SDRS have been 
issued to governments and some 
specially authorised banks. US 
President Ronald Reagan’s 
administration has resisted any 
further issue since the latest in 
1981. 

Sumita suggested use of the 
SDR might be expanded and per- 
haps extended to private busi- 
ness. 

Explosive 

Nicholas F. Brady, the new US 
Secretary of the Treasury, did 
not comment publicly. Any dis- 
cussion of reducing the place of 
the dollar in the world could be 
politically explosive in the midst 
of the ^presidential election cam- 
paign in the United States. 

Others at the meeting have 
been sceptical about any bigger 
role for the SDR, including West 
German Finance Minister Ger- 
hard SLolten berg and Nigel Law- 
son, the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

“We shouldn't attach too high 
expectations to this,” said Stol- 
tenberg. 

Asian nations flexed their 
economic muscle at world mon- 
etary talks here, but found they 
will have a fight on their hands to 


unseat the United States and 
European countries from the top 
of the heap. 

Led by Japan, they made a 
I^ay for more say in r unning the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), an institution brought 
into being 40 years ago by the 
United States and Britain. 

But as the annual meeting of 
the fund and the World Bank 
closed on Thursday, the United 
States, Britain and West Ger- 
many made clear they would not 
give up economic leadership 
without a fight 

An opening salvo was fired by 
Japan on Sunday at a meeting of 
the World Bank and IMF 
development committee. 

Fundamentals 

“I strongly hope that Japan’s 
quota share in the IMF will be in 
line with Japan's economic fun- 
damentals now that its share in 
the World Bank is second largest 
after the United States,” Bank of 
Japan Governor Satoshi Sumita 
said. 

Japan has a 4.7 per cent stake 
in the IMF, behind the United 
States, Britain, West Germany 
and France. Its 6.7 per cent stake 
in the World Bank is second only 
to that of the United States. 


To show it was putting its 
money where its mouth is, Japan 
followed up its demand for a 
greater voice with two initiatives 
to help the debt-laden Third 
World, both tied into the IMF. 

Next South Korea sought a 
bigger stake in the IMF for itself 


and a greater say generally for 
the newly industrialising econ- 
omies (NIES) of Asia. 

Steps 

“The NIES should take steps 
to increase their participation in 
international institutions like the 
fund and the bank,” said South 
Korean Finance Minister Sak- 
ong IL “In turn they should also 
be invited to voice their opinions 
in shaping policies of those ins- 
titutions." 

The other Asian NIES are Sin- 
gapore, Hong Kong and Taiwan.

Saudis announce rise in 
first quarter trade surplus 

RIYADH, Sept 30, (OPECNA): Saadi Arabia has announced a 
trade surplus of S694%26 million for the first quarter of this year 
compared to the same period in 1987. According to die Foreign 
Trade Statistics Department of the Saudi Ministry of Finance 
and National Economy, die kingdom’s total exports in the 
quarter reached $5.93 biffion while imports amounted to 5.23 
billion. The trade surplus was $373.83 million more than the 
amount recorded for the same period last year. It attributed the 
rise mainly to the higher price of the commodities exported. 
Revenues from the export of petrochemicals and plastics rose by 
75 per cent to $560.75 mini on over the period while other 
commodities registered increases of between 106.81 million and 
213.62 million. The value of Sandi imports increased by 18.8 per 
cent or $827.77 million compared with a total of $4.40 billion for 
the first q muter of 1987. The import value of manufactured goods 
in the first three months of 1988 rose by 2.6 per cent, accounting 
for $720.96 million. Imports included automobiles, electrical 
appliances, pharmaceuticals, cereals, jewellery, furniture, frozen 
poultry, textiles, garments and milk-

Taiwan measure triggers panic selling in stock market 


TAIPEI, Taiwan, Sept 30, (AP): 
.Panicky investors rushed to sell 
their stocks on Thursday in reac- 
tion to a government plan to 
rrimpose a stock income tax to 
cool an overheated market. 

Stock brokerages were 
flooded, with selling orders that 
found few buyers when the 
market re-opened after the four- 
day mid-autumn festival 
holiday, traders reported. 

On Saturday, the Finance 
Ministry said the government 
would reimpose a tax of up to 50 
per cent on stock profits next 
year. The tax was lined in 1976 
’ ™WK&ii Taiwan 's economy slotted 
drastically because of the inter 
jaationalriil cnsi&i ^ ; 

““There was 'an obvious pes^ 
simistic reaction,” said a trader 
at Jih Sun Securities Company, a 
major stock brokerage firm, 
where hundreds of investors wat- 
ched display boards showing 
prices plunging. 

Prices 

Most of the prices had drop- 
ped the maximum 3 per cent daily 
loss allowed by the government. 
Under that regulation, traders 
must not buy or sell stocks for 
less than that price. 

When the market closed at 
noon, the stock price index was 
down 175.96 points from Satur- 
day’s 3,613.82-point close. Tur- 
nover totalled 280 million 
Taiwan dollars ($9.6 million), 
down from Saturday’s 47.5 
billion Taiwan dollars ($1.6 
billion). 

“Prices would have fallen 
more drastically if it were not for 
the government's daily loss 
limit, said the trader at Jin Sun, 
who spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity. He called the day “Black 
Thursday." 


Overseas 
investment 
in S. Korea 
rises sharply 

SEOUL, South Korea, Sept 30, 
(AP): Attracted by a booming 
economy, foreign businesses 
invested $986 million in South 
Korea in the first eight months of 
this year, up 66.8 per cent from 
the same period last year, the 
Finance Ministry reported 
today. 

Officials said the figure is cer- 
tain to exceed the previous 
record of $1.06 billion for all of 
last year. 

The officials said 53.2 per cent 
of the January-August tally, 
$525 million, went to service 
industries including hotels, fin- 
ancing and fast food businesses. 

Restrictions 

Officials said the govern- 
ment’s easing of restrictions on 
foreign capital investment has 
contributed to the rapid rise in 
the inflow of foreign funds, in 
addition to strong export-led 
growth. 

Foreign investment in South 
Korea averaged $155 million a 
year during the past 26 years 
since 1962, when the government 
began tracking foreign invest- 
ment 

The South Korean economy, 
which grew 12 per cent in real 
tenns last year, is expected to 
grow about ID per cent in 1988. 
according to the Economic Plan- 
ning Board. 

Some South Korean econ- 
omists and businessmen were 
also hopeful that the Olympic 
Games now under way m Seoul 
would spur economic growth 
further.

“We were caught said an 
investor, who identified herself 
only as Ms. Wu. “The govern- 
ment should not have waited 
until now to announce the severe 
tax- It should have done this half 
a year ago before the prices 
soared up like this.” 

Wu said she purchased 10 
million Taiwan dollars (about 
$350,000) worth of shares on 
Saturday when the stock index 
hit a record high of 8,789.78 
points, a 275 per cent increase 
from last December. 

“The government may find it 
very difficult to solve tins situa- 
tion,” said Wang Mei-Ling, a 
housewife. “Investors have lost 


confidence in the government 
The market could crash and lead 
to broken families and other 
social problems.” 

Market analysts expect stock 
prices to continue to drop for 
another two weeks before stabil- 
ising. 

The government they said, 
imposed the stock profit tax to 
control rampant stock specula- 
tion that could have resulted in 
severe losses for investors if the 
market had crashed. 

Taiwan's stock market has 
been manipulated by major 
players including underground 
investment firms that attract 
deposits by offering interest rates 


on deposits as high as 4 per cent a 
month. Analysts say a market 
crash could have forced those 
companies to close and result in 
losses for numerous investois. 

John Chien, president of 
federated International 
Securities Consulting Company, 
said the tax measure “was too 
drastic and came too late.” He 
said many new investors were 
attracted by the booming market 
and invested heavily. 

Finance Minister Shirley Kuo 
said on Tuesday the stock tax 
would not trigger a market crash 
because Taiwan has a robust 
economy that could sustain a 
market growth. 


Gulf states in bid to seize 
bigger slice of oil market 


BAHRAIN, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
Oil-producing heavyweights in 
the Gulf are battling to raise their 
own share of world markets, 
increasingly ignoring OPEC 
unity and seeking to control out- 
put right from desert well to 
petrol pump, analysts say. 

"The rules of the game are 
changing ... all the (Gulf) states 
are fighting on their own to 
preserve and raise market shares 
and earn more, without regard 
for OPEC unity,” one Gulf- 
based oil analyst said. 

Fall 

The Gulf stales have been hard 
hit by the fall in the price of oil 
which is now around $11 a 
barrel, nearly $7 under OPECs 
official selling price. 

Saudi Arabia, the biggest 
producer within the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, has seen its 9.9 million 
barrels per day (BPD) produc- 
tion peak in 1980, shrink to its 
4.34 million BPD OPEC quota 
level in 1987. 

Income 

The kingdom’s 20 per cent 
share in the non-communist 
world's oil market dipped to 8.8 
per cent during the same period, 
said analysts, as a result of fierce 
competition by other producers 
both inside and outside the 
organisation. 

In a bid to daw-back their lost 
income. Gulf states have since 
the beginning of August 
increased output and cut prices, 
fracturing OPECs 1986 price 


and output pact. 

In a move to secure oil sales 
even when demand drops Gulf 
states are acquiring distribution 
networks in consumer countries. 

Gulf states are also at odds 
with other OPEC members like 
Iran and Venezuela on issues 
ranging from defining what is 
crude oil to pricing it and to assig- 
ning a quota to Iraq; which 
remained outside the organisa- 
tion's output pact. 

“Gulf states want to wield 
more power in the market and 
feel OPECs smaller members are 
keeping them tied up,” another 
analyst said. “However it is still 
too early to predict that OPEC 
will disintegrate.” 

Overproduction 

The present glut, blamed by 
many on OPEC overproduction, 
brought crude oil prices to two- 
year lows in world spot markets, 
plunging in September nearly $7 
below OPEc's $18-a-barre! 
reference price. 

“Gulf states (Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait) think they have 
sacrificed enough by sticking to 
their quotas ... they pushed up 
output when prices did not 
recover in the first half of this 
year.” said one analyst. 

He said Gulf states, sitting on 
large volumes of reserves and 
with low production costs, could 
survive low prices longer than 
other oil producers with limited 
reserves. They felt they could 
wait if necessary until, the 
demand for oil increased and 


they recovered some lost mar- 
ket-. share. 

“The Gulf states have started 
to look like the seven sisters,” 
said one oil industry analyst, 
drawing parallels with the seven 
international oil companies that 
controlled the world oil market 
in pre-OPEC days. 

Kuwait Petroleum Corpora- 
tion (KPQ led the way by acq uir- 
ing a sales network and refineries 
in Europe in the early 1980s, 
securing outlets for its crude and 
product sales. 

Deal 

And Saudi Arabia has now 
struck an $800- million deal with 
US oil pant Texaco — one of the 
seven sisters — to refine and 
market oil products in 33 US 
slates. 

When the deal is concluded, 
probably in November accord- 
ing to Texaco chief James Kin- 
near. Saudi Arabia will supply 
600,000 BPD of crude oil to the 
new company, in which it will 
have a 50 per cent share. 

Abu Dhabi, the biggest 

S eer in the United Arab 
tes, is also diverting its 
overseas investments to the oil 
sector. 

Yesterday, the French Total 
oil company said Abu Dhabi’s 
shares in the firm had reached 
nine per cent 

Abu Dhabi also has a 10 per 
cent stake in Spanish refining 
and petrochemical concern 
Cepsa and is negotiating to raise 
it to 15 percent. 


Taiwan’s economy grew 1 1 per 
cent last year and is expected to 
grow 7.3 per cent this year. 

About 800 investors angered 
by plunging share prices demon- 
strated yesterday outside the 
Finance Ministry to demand the 
government postpone or with- 
draw its plan to reimpose a stock 
profit tax. 

The investors, shouting “step 
down (Finance Minister) Shirley 
Kuo,” were prevented from 
entering the ministry b uilding by 
some 100 policemen. 

Some protesters asked the 
stock market be dosed while the 
government works.. out a^more 
acceptable, tax plan with inves- 
tors*-

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Babangida 
urges development 
of Indigenous 
technology 

LAGOS, Sept 30. (OPECNA): 
Nigerian President Ibrahim 
Babangida has urged the Federa- 
tion of West African Manufac- 
turers' Associations to consider 
methods for achieving the 
development of indigenous tech- 
nology best suited to the sub- 
region. 

He told a meeting of the 
federation here that the man- 
ufacturers had the responsibility 
of stepping up regional co-opera- 
tion in this field among member 
countries of the Economic Com-* 
m unity of West African States 
(ECOWAS). 

Interaction 

He stressed that interaction 
among the manufacturers was 
necessary to foster development, 
noting that since ECOWAS was 
formed 13 years ago “our inter- 
state experiences and contacts in 
commerce and manufacturing in 
the sub-region have not been 
..much.” . 

; The president said this was in 
spite of efforts over the years to 
bring the activities and protocols 
of ECOWAS “into the winder 
and popular arena of inter- 
national conferences.” 

One of the sub-region's main 
problems, he said, was that its 
production patterns and the gen- 
eral orientation of its industrial 
policies and programmes had 
created "a phenomenon of 
growth without development.” 

Bases 

The president called on the 
manufacturers to endeavour to 
eliminate the monoculture that 
characterised most of the sub- 
region's economies by diversify- 
ing and broadening productive 
bases. 

He also said efforts must be 
made to reduce imports and 
export more in order to achieve a 
healthier balance of payments.

LONDON, Sepl 30, (Reuter); 
The dollar ended weaker today 
on concern that Saudi Arabia 
might flood the world crude 
market with oil, dealers said. 

The dollar closed in London at

1,8822 and 134.35 on Thursday. 

A moderate rise in the US 
index of leading indicators for 
August had little impact on the 
currency markets, dealers said.

Retail sales and growth in personal income sluggish 

US leading indicators rise 0.4pc 


WASHINGTON, Sept 30, 
(Agencies): The US index of 
leading indicators, the govern- 
ment’s main barometer of future 
economic activity, rose a modest 
0.4 per cent in August after fall- 
ing 0.6 per cent in July, the Com- 
merce Department said today. 

The moderate rise in the 
August index pointed to contin- 
ued economic growth but at a 
pace that would avoid a surge in 
inflation. 

But analysts caution against 
drawing firm conclusions from a 
single month's figures. The index 
is designed to predict economic 
activity six to nine months in 
advance, and economists say it 
takes three months of reports to 
establish a dear trend. 

In July, today’s report said, the 
index dropped 0.6 per cent afer 
rising 1.5 per cent in June, the 
best in 18 months. The July 
decline had earlier been cal- 
culated at 0.8 per cent and the 
June gain at 1 .4 per cent. 

The August index report is 
another piece of evidence 
indicating that some analysts 
may have been premature in 
reading signs of a slowdown in 
August. 

Increase 

Five of the available nine com- 
ponents of the index contributed 
to the increase, four detracted 
from it. 

The biggest boosts came from 


a drop in average weekly claims 
for state unemployment benefi ts, 
from 325.000 in July to 298,000 
in August. A rise in orders for 
manufactured consumer goods 
from $85.2 billion to $89.3 
billion last month, also was a big 
plus. 

T ogether, these two categories 
accounted for half of the positive 
activity. Also adding to the 
overall increase were rises in 
plant and equipment orders, in 
building permits and in the price 
of raw materials, which is read as 
a sign of strong demand. 

Indicators making a negative 
contribution, in order of 
severity, were a decrease in busi- 
ness delivery times, read as an 
indication of slackening 
demand; a drop in the average' 
workweek; a decline in the Stan- 
dard-and-Poor’s index of 500 
stocks, and a contraction of the 
money supply in inflation-adjus- 
ted dollars. 

The 0.4 per cent overall 
increase left the index at 1 93.4 per 
cent ofits 1967 base of 100. 

Bigger 

The August rise was a bit big- 
ger than most analysts were 
expecting. Most looked for only 
a slight increase or for the index 
to remain flat. 

In the last week, economists 
have been reconsidering an 
earlier judgement that this year's 
robust growth was beginning a 


welcome cooling in August. 
Many now read signs of slowness 
as indicating a pause in growth 
rather than the start of a. trend. 

The August unemployment 
survey, the first report hailed as a 
sign of a slowdown , jumped from 
5.4 per cent of the work force to 
5.6 per cent Retail sales and 
growth in personal income were 
also sluggish. 

Strength 

Other analysts weren’t so sure, 
pointing to continued strength in 
manufacturing of "big ticket" 
durable goods and evidence that 
the employment report may have 
been an aberration. 

Some analysts argue that the 
drop in jobless claims could 
indicate the unemployment rate, 
increase was -a'fliike; -caused in - 
part by difficulty in adjusting Lhe 
statistic for seasonal factors and 
in part by temporary factory 
layoffs caused by unusual heat 
and power brownouts. 

“People will come to realise 
that any slowdown will be minor 
at best and won't be enough to 
take, off price pressures,” said 
Paul Denoon, an economist with 
Manufacturers Hanover. 

Lyle Gramiey, chief economist 
of the Mortgage Bankers 
Association of America and a 
former Federal Reserve board 
member, said the two sectors that

— export sales and spending by 


Growth in Third World can be 
advanced, says OPEC Fund chief 


WEST BERLIN, Sept 30, 
(OPECN A): Dr Seyyid Abdulai, 
director-general of the OPEC 
Fund for International Develop- 
ment, said here yesterday that the 
process of growth in developing 
countries could be advanced 
provided there was willingness 
on the part of all concerned to 
take right and concrete steps. 

In a statement at the World 
Bank-IM F meetings of the heads 
of multilateral financial institu- 
tions and the bank's develop- 
ment committee on resource 
transfers to developing coun- 
tries. he said delays in decision- 
making and implementation 
should be avoided as it would 
lead to the worsening of the exist- 
ing situation. 

Effort 

He said every effort should be 
made to promote early and con- 
crete action and take bold 
measures in tbe spirit of inter- 
national co-operation. 

While acknowledging that 
many initiatives had been laun- 
ched by the international com- 
munity to deal with the situation, 
he emphasised that much 


remained to be done. 

Commenting on structural 
adjustment programmes, the 
OPEC Fund head said many 
countries, especially in Africa, 
had accepted and then aban- 
doned them. In that continent, he 
noted, economic growth — a 
primary promise of structural 
adjustment — had not taken 
place. 

Elements 

He said while adjustment 
programmes were not “intrin- 
sically bad,” by neglecting a 
number of important elements 
they had brought about their 
own ’’derailment.” 

Abdulai listed the following 
shortcomings: short time 

horizons, limited resource trans- 
fers. not enough attention to 
external factors beyond the con- 
trol of developing countries, bias 
towards measures aimed at solv- 
ing external balance-of- 
paymems problems rather than 
crucial internal issues, and 
failure to recognise that develop- 
ment was “for the people" and 
any programme not based on this 


premise was bound to fail. 

On the external debt of the 
developing world, now in excess 
of $1.20 trillion, he said it had 
now assumed enormous dimen- 
sions, imposing a heavy toll on 
the daily lives and future prosp- 
ects of billions of people. 

Tbe debt burden constituted a 
major hindrance to economic 
growth and seriously affected the 
soda! and political stability of 
nations, he said, adding “the 
problem will not be solved 
merely through the simple exer- 
cise of talking it to death.” 

Abdulai said when fears arose 
about the very survival of the 
international banking system, 
tbe concept of “interdepen- 
dence" was brought to the fore. 

In the long run, be said, the 
cancellation and rescheduling of 
debt alone would not solve the 
problems of developing coun- 
tries. Policies of the developed 
countries had a critical impact 
upon the capacity of the South to 
earn the resources they needed to 
support economic growth and 
meet debt service obligations, he 
added. 


Government comes under fire 


Skyrocketing prices causing uproar in Egypt 


CAIRO, Egypt. Sept 30, (AP)t 
The government is under attack 
for allowing prices of everything 
from meat to doth to television 
sets to soar beyond the ability of 
millions of poor Egyptians to 
pay. 

Officials blame unscrupulous 
merchants and global increases 
in the prices of raw materi als. 
Merchants blame increasing 
costs of production. 

Whoever or whatever is to 
blame, prices continue to rise far 
faster than salaries. 

And the skyrocketing prices, 
reflecting an inflation rate 


officially acknowledged at more 
than 20 per cent, are the main 
topic of conversation on the 
street, in newspapers and on 
television and radio. 

President Hosni Mubarak 
told Egyptians in a recent speech 
that they can expect prices to 
increase even more in the near 
future because prices ail over the 
world are on the rise. He predic- 
ted 1989 will be a “dark year” for 
the economy. 

That's a daunting thought in a 
country with untold millions of 
its 54 million people unemployed 
or underemployed and most rT 


the employed working for a pit- 
tance that would not feed their 
families without government 
subsidies. And with its popula- 
tion reproducing at a rate of I 
million every nine months, Egypt 
already imports 60 per cent ofits 
food. 

It already owes foreign 
creditors $44.1 billion, and in 
September, Mubarak went on a 
European tour seeking Western 
support in negotiations with the 
International Monetary Fund 
for help in handling the debt 

The pinch on the little man has 
even led to rare, and, under an 


emergency law in force since 
1981, illegal worker demonstra- 
tions. 

After Mubarak said he could 
not afford to pay government 
and public-sector employees 
September bonuses, which work- 
ers have come to expect as a way 
of helping with their children’s 
school fees, hundreds peacefully 
demonstrated in several state- 
owned factories. 

Religious fervor is on the rise 
as well, as evidenced by overflow 
crowds during Friday prayers 
and more women than ever wear- 
ing the Islamic hair-covering veil.

ISLAMABAD, Sept 30, 
(Reuter): Efforts to reform world 
trade in food by eliminating 
export subsidies means curing 
decades of "sin," GATT diFec- 
lor-general Arthur Dunkel said 
today. 

Speaking on the eve of an 
informal meeting of trade mini- 
sters in the Pakistan capital the 
Swiss bead of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
said farm reform would be a 
major issue at the talks. 

“We have to cure 40 years of 
sins in agriculture.” he said, 
referring to the direct and 
indirect subsidies that many 
countries use to bolster their far- 
mers and food exports. 

"It is one of the weakest parts 
of the GATT and it is an area 
where we have to make a great 
deal more progress.” 

Negotiations 

Agriculture is bring tackled by 
the GATT trade body for the 
first time in its present negotia- 
tions, known as the Uruguay 
round, which aims to loosen con- 
trols on world trade. 

The negotiations, which reach 
their hallway stage at ministerial 
talks in Montreal in December. 


also deal with trade in intellec- 
tual property, such as patents, 
services and trade related invest- 
ment for the first time. 

Tbe United States is demand- 
ing an end to trade distorting 
farm subsidies by lhe year 2000 
but accuses the European Econ- 
omic Community of blocking 
progress. 

Products 

Dunkel said in an interview he 
hoped the Lhrec-day Islamabad 
meeting of trade representatives 
of 26 nations would make head- 
way on one area of farm trade — 
tropical products. 

Dissatisfaction over progress 
in an area vital to many develop- 
ing countries has given way to 
more optimism since several 
countries recently tabled 
proposals on opening their 
markets to products such as 
fruits and spices. 

"I think we could have a very 
worthwhile assessment of what 
has been done and what can be 
done at Montreal.” said Dunkel. 

However, he cautioned 
against expecting too much lo 
emerge from the informal talks 
which involve less than a third of 
the 105 nations taking part in the 


Uruguay round. $ 

"It is a sort of refresher coil L 
for ministers who, in their c ¥ 
capitals, can't follow the day- 
day workings of the GATT/' - 
said.

The trade office at the Chinese 
embassy in Gabon together with 
Gabon’s office of foreign trade 
has briefed Tianjin represen- 
tatives on tiie goods that appeal 
most lo Gabonese consumers. 

Michel Teale, foreign trade 
director-general, visited indus- 
trial units in Tianjin ahead of the 
exhibition to assess essential 
requirements for the event. ■ 


LONDON, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
Tbe price of oil sank today to ils 
lowest in 25 months as reports 
that Saudi Arabia was turning up 
the taps hit a market already 
awash with surpluses. 

Traders said the reports 
fariled fears of a price crash. 

According to one view, the 
Saudis and their Gulf allies sim- 
ply no longer cared about defen- 
ding prices through the OPEC 
organisation which they helped 
to found in I960. 

Another theory was that Saudi 
Arabia was back at the game it 
used to play when Sheikh Ahmed 
Zatri Yamaoi was oil minister, 
when it often used its huge out- 
put capacity to flood the market 
and bring the other 12 fractious 
OPEC sellers into line. 

Prices 

This time, said analyst Steve 
Ttumer with London brokers 
Smith New Court, it perhaps had 
a strategic eye on Iraq and Iran 
which may be tempted to over- 
produce wildly to pay to rebuild 
. economies shattered . by their . . 
Gulf war, regardless of prices. 

■i Th e-message from -the Saudis-, - 
..the biggest exporters '.would be: . 
get into lineandi accept and abide 
by OPEC output quotas, because 
in any real battle for market 
share you will lose. 

"It may be that the Saudis 


want to teach everyone a lesson," 
Turner said. “Pieces of the jigsaw 
seem to be falling into place." 

OPEC has scheduled October 
talks by a ministerial strategy 
committee, including Iraq and 
Iran, to discus excess output. A 
full organisation conference is 
due on November 21 . 

Iraq simply refuses any limit, 
on output. It wants as big a quota’ 
as Iran, historically a bigger 
producer. Iran and others have 
never allowed that. Among 
Saudi allies in the Gulf, the 
United Arab Emirates has 
flouted its quota, calling it 
unfair.

LAGOS, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
Nigeria’s crude oil output in Sep- 
tember ran at about 125,000 
barrels per day (BPD) above its 
OPEC quota, ofl industry sour- 
ces said today. 

The overproduction reflects 
pressure on (Ml Minister Ril- 
wanu L ulrman, the chai rma n of 
OPEC, to stop sacrificing his 
country’s foreign earnings out of 
loyalty to an organisation whose 
cheating members have helped to 
glut world oil markets and drive 
prices to two-year lows. 

“One can say Nigeria has been 
respecting OPEC policies.” a 
semor oil company executive 
told Reuters. "One 'can also say 
Nigeria wflf not continue to if 
everybody is abandoning 
quotas.” 

An industry source who. 
declined to be named said that 
"there has been some increase (in 
output) ... all the oil companies 
have received higher alloca- 
tions." . 

Production 

But the sources dismissed an 
industry newsletter report this 
week that Nigeria was producing 
between 1.6-1. 7 million BPD. 
They said the country could not 
sustain that level of production. ’ 

"It’s about 1.5 million the 
overall capacity now is low 
because exploration has not been 
as intensive as in the past” The 
senior oil company executive 
said. 

The 1.5 million figure includes 
about 75,000 BPD of conden- 
sate, which is not considered part 
of the country’s OPEC (Organ- 


isation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) quota, of 1.301 
million BPD. . 

Pressures on Lukman to raise 
output and boost foreign earn- 
ings is reported to be coming 
from within Nigeria’s ruling 
Military Conned. 

It follows quota breaches by 
several of OPEC’s 13 members. 
Which have fed a glut in crude oil 
supplies and pushed prices down 
to about $ 1 2.50 a barrel. 

jo a speech to military officers 
on Sept 12, Lukman said oil 
prices could drop to $9 if over- 
production by some OPEC 
members was not checked. He 
pledged that Nigeria would stick 
to its quota. 

But a senior state oil official 
said this week Nigeria would 
have no option but to raise out- 
put if OPEC could not stop 
cheating. 

“Nigeria will have no further 
option but to increase BPD if 
OPEC could no longer act collec- 
tively to stabilise the oil market,” 
Michael Olorunfemj, deputy 
managing director of the 
Nigerian National Petroleum 
Corporation (NNPC) told an oil 
seminar in Lagos on Tuesday. 

OPEC’s price panel discussed 
the market situation in Madrid 
this weekand agreed to hold joint 
talks next month with its long- 
term strategy committee. 

Some Nigerians at the Lagos 
seminar believed the country had 
to produce up to two million 
BPD to earn enough to carry on 
with economic reforms 
introduced in 1986.

A revealing insight on the man behind the enigma

•WANTED, with view to 
marriage, “a reasonably heal- 
thy woman of about ^.accus- 
tomed to plain vegetarian 
cookery, able to read and write 
enough to forward letters when 
her husband is away, but other- 
wise uneducated.

This is Shaw, cheerfully list- 
ing his meagre requirements 
shortly before he marries 
Charlotte Payne Townshend 
(who could hardly meet any of 
them) in 1 898 on the last page of 
this first volume of Michael 
Holroyds gargantuan three- 
decker biography. The jocular 
Shavian Lone is designed to dis- 
claim while simultaneously 
flauntin g the di smal misanth- 
ropy and self-denial of Shaw's 
marriage proposal. He was 42 
at the rime: a powerful and. 
pugilistic, columnist, theatre 
critic,' public speaker, Fabian 
pamphleteer and veteran of 
local government, just begin- 
ning to scent his first whin of 
success as a playwright 

But he was also run-down, 
disheartened, sick, lame, vir- 
tually bedridden, exhausted in 
body and spirit by a punishing 
work schedule and what he 
called “years of unbroken 
failure and rebuff.” His future ' 
wife, arrived to kidnap him 
from the famil y lodgings, was 
appalled at the squalor and 
neglect, the utter want ofaflec-' 
tion, let alone comfort, sup- 
plied by Shaw's mother and sis- 
ter. 

What drew Shaw and his wife

together at a deeper level even 
than their socialism, or their 
mutual aversion to tobacco and 
marital relations, was their 
common experience of an 
atrocious childhood. “I was 
just something that happened 
to them” Shaw wrote bleakly of 
his parents, looking back on his 
father's humiliating shiftless- 
ness and passivity, his mother's 
indifference mixed with equally 
stony contempt. 

Shaw never got over his 
“devil of a childhood... rich 
only in dreams, frightfiil and 
loveless in realities.” In one 
sense, he never advanced on it 
either. The texture of both his 
life and work remained, 
emotionally speaking, at best 
rudimentary, thin and pitifully 
constricted. 

Abstention from drink, and 
increasingly from sex as well, 
was matched as he grew older 
by an insatiable appetite for 
sweet things — chocolate bis- 
cuits, honey-coloured jellies; 
and the bright, busy, paradox- 
ical, psychologically untrou- 
bled world of ms plays corre- 
sponds, on a spiritual level, to 
the same infantile craving for 
comfort and compensation. “It 
seemed to me inorganic, logical 
straightness, and not the 
crooked road of life,” wrote 
Yeats, shocked -by the first 
production of ‘Arms and the 
Man,' yet I stood aghast before 
its energy-." 

Effect 

The galvanising effect of 
Shaw's energy on Victorian 
power structures, whether 
social, political or theatrical, 
was devastating. He correctly 
predicted so much that it is at 
times hard to credit how many 
of his forecasts — from the 
NHS to the National Theatre, 
not forgetting details like the 
Channel tunnel, contemporary 
biographical techniques, and 
the manipulation of media 
hype — were once a non-smok- 
er's pipe dream. 

But before he could effec- 
tively direct his energy ontr 
wards, he expended it on him- 
self. The greater part of this 
volume is devoted to the long, 
elaborate, -laborious- process -• 
whereby Shaw learnt not so 
inOftB My BOhde&fras tb capitalise' 
on 1 the Weakness, inadequacy, 
the crippling shyness ana seif- 
disgust, the ferocious, slow- 



sional life, and they dictated his 
love affairs: the cruel cat-and- 
mouse games he played with the 
women whom he flattered, ens- 
nared and tantalised before 
sheering off unscathed himself. 
A woman's attraction was 
always enhanced for Shaw by 
possession of a husband or 
lover whom he could cut out, as 
he did Henry Irving, in the 
course of a passionate, strictly 
bodiless affair with Ellen Terry. 
The private vindictiveness 
behind Shaw's public persecu- 
tion of Irving makes sordid 
reading. 

Bnt all Shaw's love affairs 
conform more or less to the 
pattern of relations between his 
mother and her musical partner 
in Dublin, Vanddcur Lee, the 
model for du Maurier’s Sven- 
gali. Their association dark- 
ened and contaminated Shaw’s 
boyhood; and, though Holroyd 
remains cagey as to how far it 
went, he makes very clear 
Shaw’s desperate need to 
believe it was platonic. 

The pain ana shame it caused 
him lurk invisibly beneath the 
lines of play after play, from 
“Mrs Warren’s Profession” to 
“Candida” and beyond. Hence 
no doubt the intense reactions 
they provoke, even among 
those who loathe them and who 
yet always hear, behind the 
relentlessly facetious surface, 
the faint, unsettling, whistling 
- ivation.

Against all tbe odds 
Holroyd has, in short, suc- 
ceeded — as perhaps all good 
biographers must do — in dis- 
cerning something ofhimself in 
his subject: a scholarly, defen- 
sive, fastidiously sensitive soul 
ruthlessly suppressed by Shaw 
in the interests of publicity. 

It is, of course, this suppres- 
sion that supplied Shaw's writ- 
ings with their powerful sub- 
terranean kick. “There are 
things that we just cannot bring 
ourselves to confess,” wrote 
>.:Shaw;<<and again. -and again.. 
Holroyd shows, these things 
pressing painfuny/^e a coir- *■ 
cealed bruise,’’ against the sur- 
face of Shaw's lire and work.

Holroyd has spent a decade 
and more exploring his extraor- 
dinary subject with exemplary 
thoroughness and patience, 
succumbing only rarely to fits 
of exasperation or the tempta- 
tion to answer Shaw bade under 
extreme provocation. He might 
have said more about Shaw’s 
formidably enigmatic mother; 
and his infuriating decision to 
abolish all documentation (to 
be published at an unspecified 
date and no doubt an exor- 
bitant price) too often muddle 
or obscures his arguments. But

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The real world of Suzie Wong

LONDON, (Reuter): For Tsai 
Chin, best remembered for her 
role in the London production 
of The World of Suzie Woag 
more than 30 years ago, the 
world was a stage. 

Until she fell off. 

Her recent autobiography 
Daughter of Shanghai, is about 
her slow rehabilitation after a 
collapse from meteoric star- 
dom to defeat and poverty. 

The daughter of a leading 
classical stage actor in China, 
Chin crossed the threshold 
from East to West to make her 
mark in an alien culture at a 
time when most Britons had yet 
to acquire a taste even for Chin- 
ese cuisine. 

In her book, she describes her 
early days at the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Arts 
(RADA) in London where her 
fur coat and diamond ring led 
classmates to assume she was 
an Oriental princess. 

She did not have a hard time . 
landing the part of Suzie Wong 
or. A Tart With a Heart as the 
British press dubbed the 
character in the West End stage 


production. 

“It's all right to be exotic but 
you can be lost in that The 
book is a rebellion against 
being sacked in. It is about 
rebellion, about fight,” Chin 
said in an interview at her Lon- 
don apartment 

After Suzie Wong, she 
appeared in a few films, includ- 
ing a brief role in a James Bond 
movie. 

Suzie Wong started a fashion 
craze and soon women were 
emulating Chin. Long, black 
hair was in and some women 
even dyed their hair jet black 
apd pencilled their eyes to make 
them more almond shaped. 

So appealing were her Orien- 
tal looks that one American 
woman at a cocktail party 
loudly declared that she would 
like to take Chin home with her 
“and put her on a mantlepiece.” 

London Zoo even named a 
leopard after her. 

For a while, Chin allowed 
herself to get trapped into the 
role model of submissive China 
doll because, she said, it was 
convenient 

“Let’s face it, I could not 
exactly be the English rose,” she 
chuckled, her dark eyes spar- 


a cup of Chinese tea with 
manicured hands. 

While she was being toasted 
in London of the ‘swinging six- 
ties,’ Chin was unaware of the 
tragedy unfolding in her coun- 
try during the 1 966-76 Cultural 
Revolution nor did she know 
that her parents were being 
beaten ana tortured by tbe Red 
Guards. 

Illusions 

The knowledge shattered her 
illusions and, in a moment of 
utter desperation, she tried to 
commit suicide. 

That was in Los Angeles in 
1974 when, after losing money 
in the London property 
market she had moved 'to the 
United States and was working 
as a hostess in one of achain of 
restaurants owned by her 
brother. 

“I felt then that I had nibbed 
shoulders with history,” the '■ 
twice-divorced Chin said. 

Then, she decided to get a 
degree in theatre arts and atten- 
ded Tufts University which she 
says taught her discipline. 

She had a serious part as a 
Chinese politician — a role 
based on Jiang Qing, wife of tbe 


latechairman MaoTseTung — 
in a television film Tbe Subject 
of Straggle, 

By now, she had discarded 
her image of ■& carefree social 
butterfly. . 

“...Inside the China doll was 
a large person trying to get out, 
never seen, never addressecLA 
tiny voice of frustration 
gradually rose in a crescendo, 
to a silent scream,” she writes. 

' As a child in Shanghai when 
it was a concession under Wes- 
tern rule, her privileged life had 
shielded her from therealities of 
Japanese occupation, war and 
communism. 

. She learned more about her 
country while in London. 

“I realised that I had learned 
from different history books. 
Each nation writes its own his- 
tory,” she writes. 

Her father's last words to her 
before she left China had been: 
“You must always remember 
yon are Chinese.” 

She never saw her father, 
actor Zhou Xinfang, after leav- 
ing China in the 1950s, but her 
mother visited her in Britain in 
late 1960s. Her father died in 
1975 and her mother died under 
torture, according to the book.

SOFT TISSUE RHEUMATISM 
GENERALLY SPARES THE JOINTS 


QUESTION: Is it possible for itieumatism 
to attack yourmuscles, nolyour joints? I live 
in a retirement community and have been 
very friendly with a pretty active woman, 
who has suddenly stopped wanting to do 
things. She says she has “rheumat ism," not 
arthritis. I can't get her to see a doctor, she 
says it will pass. 

. ANSWER: Several disorders leave a per- 
son with musculoskeletal stiffness and/or 
pain that generally spare the joints. Doctors 
usually refer to them as sqft-tissue rheumat- 
ism — so your friend's diagnosis of her own 
condition may be dose to accurate. It is, 
however, very important for her to see a 
doctor, because the risks of permanent 
damage increase when the ailments are all- 
owed to settle in the body without treatment 
fora long time. 

The most common forms of soft-tissue 
rheumatism are bursitis and tendinitis. 'Hie 
bursa are soft sacs filled with lubricating 
fluid which are located in connecting tissues, 
usually near the joints, where friction would 
otherwise occur. 

When a bursa is irritated, either by pres- 
sure or injury, the little sac may become 
inflamed and fill with fluid — thus bursitis 


results. Usually bursitis will clear up when 
the inflamed area is rested for a while. It is 
important, however, to do conditioning 
exercises once the attack is brought under 
control to restore function to the area. Too 
often bursitis sufferers will abstain from 
using the affected area again, and reflex 
sympathetic dystrophy will set in — that is, 
the muscles will degenerate and lose 
strength. 

Tendinitis is obviously an inflammation 
of the tendons, which are whitish, fibrous 
bands of tissue that connect muscle to bone. 

Treatment for both tendinitis and bursitis 
may include non-steoroidal anti-inflam- 
matory drugs or injections of steroids into 
the affected area. 

If the swelling is severe, the doctor may 
insert a needle to draw off excessive fluid and 
bring down swelling. Tbe worst cases of 
recurrent bursitis may be helped with sur- 
gery. If the inflammation keeps coming 
back to the same bursa, it may oe wise to 
have that bursa removed. 

Reflex sympathetic dystrophy (R$D) — 
the degeneration of tissue, which I men- 
tioned before — can be dangerous if not 
treated quickly. The good news is that 


therapy is usually effective if instituted 
within six weeks of the onset of symptoms. 

. There are several other disorders that are 
under the broad category of “rheumatism.” 
Try to encourage your friend to seea doctor, 
so that she can begin effective treatment to 
dear up her problems. 

ACROSS MY DESK: almost everyone 
understands the benefit of exercise on the 
muscles of our bodies, and tbe increase in 
heart and lung function. But there may be 
more, according to research from the 
Veterans Administration Medical Centre, 
Salt Lake City, conducted by Dr Robert 
Dustman, director of the Neuropsychology 
Laboratory. Elderly patients who par- 
ticipated in an aerobic programme over a 
four-month period displayed significant 
improvement in mental flexibility, reaction 
time and memory, despite the fact that these 
functions normally decrease with age. This 
is in addition to other benefits usually 
associated with a sensible exercise 
programme. It’sjustanother indication that 
exercise is one of the ways of maintaining 
and improving our total health.

THE Shadow Lines deals with 
the — birth of a nation, the 
partition of Pakistan and India 
— very differently. It is tbe 
work of a major writer whose 
vocation is evident on every 
page. Amitav Ghosh's novel 
resists summary, as the publi- 
sher’s blurb shows, its subjects 
being the swirling complexities 
of memory and life. An his- 
torical theme gradually emer- 
ges from a story of a family 
divided by the Partition, and 
scattered between the Subcon- 
tinent (in more or less constant 
turmoil and London (in war 
and peace). 

As benefits a novel obsessed 
with looking-glasses, the 
narrative works as a series of 
reflections on how public 
events and personal lives 
refract rather than mirror. 

Ghosh's shadow lines are 
those invisible ones that chart 
every history: illness and disa- 
ster, sudden good fortune, 
migration. 

His fascination is with how 
life is not strictly chronological 
tbe past saturates the present) 
ut proceeds simultaneously at 
different rhythms, which con- 
verge only in extreme crisis and 
upheaval. 

Ghosh is like a cartographer 
mapping 1 unknown (because 
forgotten) territory in the his- 
torical margins where 
individual and national destin- 
ies bisect

LORD Olivier “Lears” majes- 
tically from the cover of this 
453-page biography. “Is 
anybody there?” Holden asks.

Olivier in his many memorable 
stage roles from his beginnings 
as a Ronald Colman lookalike 
to his last weird appearance as a 
hologram. In between we meet 
so many varied Oliviers that 
there is no fear of being bored. 

Transformed 

A clergyman's son, whose 
mother died when he was 
young, Olivier transformed 
himself from a roaring sort of 
peasant boy with no magic into 
a matinee idol. The chapter on 
his manipulation of Gielgud 
should be compulsory reading 
at Harvard Business School. 
Gielgud spotted bis talent and 
urged him to join in alternating 
Romeos. OUvier’s first step

towards stealing Gielgud's 
crown. Years later Olivier 
chose the unthreatening Frank 
Finlay as his Iago lest history 
repeal itself. 

Diverted from an unsatisfac- 
tory first marriage, Olivier lear- 
ned' as much abi.ui elegant (if 
exhausting) high life from 
Vivien Leigh as she learned 
about stage technique from 
him. A highly competitive man, 
he had less film presence than 
Vivien and never made another 
film with her after 1941. His 
multiple triumph of producing, 
directing and starring in Henry 
V was followed by a successful 
run at the Old Vic and on 
Broadway, after which he had 
the screen and the stage in his 
palm. _ 

Prove 

This could well prove to be 
the definitive life of Olivier, for 
I do not see the present Lady 
Olivier releasing papers or 
copyright, or the key sources 
co-operating for an official, yet 
impartial, posthumous Olivier. 

But now — as Beverly Baxter 
once wrote of Olivier — we 
must reach for the cane, not to 
apply it, but to remind Holden 
that it is there. I am unfairly 
well-placed to spot errors in 
relation to Vivien Leigh, most 
of which come from his reliance 
on Anne Edwards' inaccurate 
biography. However, he could 
have checked that Marilyn 
Monroe rented Lord Moore’s 
house (not Lord North’s — 
who he?) in Lord Drogheda’s 
memoirs (Weidenfeld 1978), 
and that Rex Harrison had left 
Lilli Palmer by 1956, in Noel 
Coward's Diaries (Weidenfeld 
1983) — errors unworthy of 
such an authoritative and 
enjoyable book.

Uncovering Stalin’s excesses

WHOEVER invented the 
theory that suffering is essential 
for the production of great 
works of art must have been 
thinking of the Russian novel. 

Tsarist oppression produced 
Tolstoy, the Revolution Boris 
Pattern akvthe Stalinist purges' ■ 
Solzhenitsyn and now Anatoli 
Rybakov. 

Children of the Arbat is 
about a group of friends who 
five in a block of flats in Arbat 
Street, Moscow. The hero, 
Sasha Pankratov is a young 
Communist League leader at 
an engineering institute in the 
1930s. 

He is arrested on a patently 
trumped-up charge and subjec- 
ted to long interrogations by 
the NKVD, the predecessor of 
the KGB. Some of his friends 
get up a protest but few, in the 
end, sign iL And who can blame 
them, knowing what used to 
happen to protesters in the 
Soviet Union in those days? 

One of his friends actually 
betrays him and becomes an 
agent of the secret police. Poor 


Sasba is duly sentenced to three 
years in Siberia. 

This comparatively light sen- 
tence was because he was 
entirely innocent. Had they 
been able to pin anything on 
him he would have got ten 
years. 

.While chronicling Sasha's 
miserable career in exile, the 
-novel also tefls us- what'Stalin is 
up to and attempts to explain 
what is going on in the dic- 
tator’s mind. 

This is an uncomfortable 
business, seeing that Stalin was 
paranoid. Yet Rybakov does 
convey convincingly how the 
old tyrant could only feel secure 
as long as everyone around him 
was in a state of total funk. 

His underlings, in turn, 
terrorised everybody else so 
that the whole country was 
paralysed with fear. To that 
end, the more random the 
arrests, executions and despat- 
ches to labour camps the better. 

You can only frighten 
everyone when no one is safe 
and the rationale of guilt or 
innocence doesn't come into it. 

Why such a tale of wretched- 
ness and persecution should be 


so absorbing is a mystery, but 
this book is unquestionably a 
compulsive read. At first blush, 
it seems even stranger that the 
Russian public went berserk 
over it, paying many times the 
cover price for a copy. 

One might think that they 
would rather forget about 
Stalin, just as most Germans 
% would rather forget about 
, Hitler. 

The difference is that until 
recently the Russians weren’t 
allowed to know the truth 
about the Stalin years. This is a 
avowedly a glasnost novel.ban- 
ned for 20 years but now issued 
with the blessing of Gorbachev. 

The Soviet public want to 
read it because it helps them to 
come to terms with their past. 

As Rybakov put it: ‘We can- 
not bring up our children on 
lies.’ To do so is to remain 
enslaved by an evil past. 

Saint Paul put it more 
positively. ‘Seek ye the truth,' 
he said ‘for the truth shall make 
you free.'

SEOUL, Sept 30, (Reuter): West 
Germany captured their first 
Olympic soccer medal when they 
defeated Italy 3-0 to take the 
bronzein the third-place play-off 
today. 

The West Germans, fielding 
six full internationals in their 
opening line-up, seized the lead 
in the first five minutes and 
retained the initiative. 

Juergen Klinsmann, abetted 
by Frank Mill, showed up Italian 
defensive deficiencies with the 
opening strike in the fifth minute. 

Gerhard Kieppinger added 
the second in the 1 7tb minute and 
second half substitute Christian 
Schrcier put the match totally 
beyond reach of the Italians with 
the third in the 69th . 

T Lacked 

Forced to play extra-time 
twice in 48 hours in their last two 
gamtts, they larifwi sharpness up 
front -and badly missed 
European Championship cen- 
tral defender Ciro Ferrara in a 
shaky back line. 

Ferrara was suspended after 
he was sent off in the semifinal 
defeat against the Soviet Union, 
and the defence lacked authori ty 
without him. 

Klinsmann put the finishing 
touch to a fine West German 
breakaway move after early pres- 
sure from Italy in the opening 
minutes. 

Thomas Hoerster sent a long 
ball down the right for Mm, who 
*. took it into the area, beating 
defender Massimo Brambati for 
pace before turning it back into 
the path of the incoming Klins- 
mann. 

Klinsmann, who scored a hat- 
trick in the quarterfinal win over 
Zambia, slotted the ball neatly 
between two defenders for his 
fifth goaf of the tournamefrtl ' " *

SEOUL, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
Florence Griffith Joyner rock- 
eted to her second Olympic gold 
in double world record time yes- 
terday. 

Radiating the joy of speed, the 
flam boyant sprint q ueen won the 
200 metres in 204 seconds, slic- 
ing 0.22 of a second from the 
21.36 world mar k she set less- 
than two hours earlier. 

Her sister-in-law Jackie 
Joyner-Kersee, who won the 
heptathlon on Saturday, leapt to 
an Olympic record of7.40 metres 
in the long jump to make it a 
family party. 

Marvelled 

Anxieties about student 
violence and drugs in sport mel- 
ted away as Olympic stadium 
spectators marvelled at Griffith 
Joyner's breathtaking perfor- 
mance. 

In the semifinals, ‘Flojo,’ as 
she is called pulverised the world 
mark of 21.71 set by East Ger- 
many's Marita Koch in 1979 
then flowed through the final in 
even faster time, bursting over 
the tine with a wide smile. 

Griffith Joyner, 28, put her 
success down to “hard work, 
training and just wanting it.” 

“That’s what it’s all about — 
setting world records so the 
young ones coming up have a 
tittle work to do," she said. 

US super heavyweight Rid- 
dick Bowe yesterday led six 
Americans into Olympic boxing 
finals and coach Ken Adams said 
he expected all of them to win 
gold medals. 

Towering East German Chris- 
tian Schenk won the decathlon 
ahead of teammate and world 
champion Torsten Voss as two- 
time Olympic champion Daley 
Thompson of Britain gave up his 
crown. 

Thompson was injured when 
his pole- snapped during the pole 
vault and he struggled over the 
final 1,500 metres race with his 
leg heavily strapped to end the 
competition in fourth place.

Today Carl Lewis was denied a 
shot at. a seventh Olympic gold 
when his sprint relay team-mates ■ 
were disqualified from the 
Games. 

Lewis watched from the stands 
as world 200 metres champion 
Calvin Smith and anchorman 
Lee McNeill madeamess of their 
exchange and passed the baton 
outside the changeover zone 


before going on to first round 
victory. 

Officials failed to spot the 
error but three nations protested 
to the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation (1AAF) and 
the jury of appeals later dis- 
qualified the defending cham- 
pions and world record holders 
from. tomorrow's semifinals. 

Already 

The decision to disqualify the 
United States means Lewis, 
quadruple gold medallist from 
Los Angeles four years ago and 
already a double champion here, 
will be left with six golds and a 
silver from two Olympics. 

The only times the Americans 
have failed to win the men’s 
sprint rday at the Olympics were 
when they were disqualified in

1912 and 1960 and when the 
United States boycotted the 1 980 
Games in Moscow. 

Kenyan Julius Kariuki swept 
dear to win the greatest 3,000 
metres steeplechase of all time 
ahead of compatriot Peter 
Koech on the Games’ penul- 
timate day of track action. 

Kariuki narrowly missed com- 
patriot Henry Rono's 10-year- 


old world mark but docked his- 
tory’s second fastest time of eight 
minutes 05.51 seconds to win 
comfortably. 

Bulgaria’s European cham- 
pion Yordanka Don k ova scor- 
ched to her expected triumph in 
the 100 metres hurdles final and 
tiny Soviet Olga Bondarenko 
struck in the dosing 200 metres 
to win the inaugural women's 


10,000 metres title. 

American veteran Louise Rit- 
ter soared clear at 2.03 metres to 
capture the women's high jump 
title in a stunning win over Bul- 
garian world champion Stefka 
Kostadinova. 

Lewis could hardly have been 
impressed as Smith tried des- 
perately to plant the baton in 
McNeill’s hand. 

Smith had run his usual storm- 
ing bend but missed McNeill's 
outstretched palm twice before 
the small, bespectacled anchor- 
man turned his head to grab for 
the stick. 

Jury secretary Mike Gee said 
France, Nigeria and the Soviet 
Union had lodged separate 
protests and that the Americans 
had been disqualified after a 
video of the incident had been 
studied. 

Kariuki and Koech took up 
the steeplechase pace after world 
champion Francesco Panel ta of 
Italy faded. 

Superb 

Kariuki made a decisive move 
at the bell and Koech's superb 
chase brought him across the line 
in the third fastest time ever of 
8:06.79. Briton Mark Rowland 
sliced 10 seconds off his personal 
best to take the bronze in 8:07. 1 2 
— the fifth fastest time ever. 

Ritter won the high jump after 
she and Kostadinova entered a 
sudden-death jump off having 
both failed three times at 2.03. 
Kostadinova dragged the bar off 
with her first additional attempt 
and then watched as 1983 world 
championship bronze medallist 
Ritter sailed clear. 

The men's Olympic 1,500 
metres lost alotofits lustre today 
when world record bolder Said 
Aouita of Morocco and one of 
his main challengers, Brazil's 
Joaquim Cruz, failed to show up 
for the semifinals. 

Aouita didn't show up because 
of a strained left, hamstring. But 
Cruz’s reason for dropping out 
was less clear.

India rarely penetrated a tight 
defence and did not score until 
three minutes from time when 
Mohinderpal Singh converted a 
penalty corner.

Waldo tops synchronised swimming s - Korea win 


SEOUL, Sept 30. (Reuter): 
World Champion Carolyn 
Waldo deposed American Tracte 
Ruiz-Conforto as Olympic syn- 
chronised swimming solo cham- 
pion today to put Canada back in 
the gold medal rankings. 

It was Canada’s only gold 
medal, going into the last three 
days of the Games, following the 
disqualification of sprinter Ben 
Johnson for returning a positive 
dope test after his 100 metres 
victory. 

Waldo, who had built up an 
unassailable lead in Wednes- 


day's compulsory figures, scored 
the same marks as her American 
arch-rival in the concluding free 
routine. 

Mikako Kotani of Japan 
edged out European champion 
Muriel Hermine of France for 
the bronze medal. 

“It’s quite an honour to win 
Canada’s first gold medal. It's 
unfortunate what happened to 
Ben Johnson. I feel really sorry 
for him," Waldo said. 

Ruiz-Conforto retired after 
beating Waldo for the gold at the 
1984 Los Angeles Olympics but 


made a comeback for the Seoul 
Games and defeated the Can- 
adian in a pre-Olympic meeting 
in the South Korean capital. 

Waldo, favourite for 
tomorrow's concluding duet title 
with team mate Michelle 
Cameron, led the American by 
2.517 points after the compul- 
sories, which settled the issue in 
advance. 

She compiled 200.150 points, 
. with her 101.150 in the figures, 
leaving her well ahead of Ruiz- 
Conforto (197.633) and Kotani 
(191-850). 


SEOUL, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
South Korea’s Yang Young-Ja 
and Hyun Jung-Hwa today won 
the first Olympic table tennis 
gold medal, beating China's Jiao 
Zhimin and Chen Jing in the 
women's doubles final.

SEOUL, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
MHoslav Mecir ended his role as 
perpetual runner-up in style 
today when he beat American 
Tim Mayotte to become the first 
Olympic tennis champion since 
1924. 

Czechoslovak Mecir, who has 
never won a Grand Slam tour- 
nament despite being a familiar 
face in the finals, beat second 
seed Mayotte 3-6 6-2 6-4 6-2. 

“This is, I think, the biggest 
one," said Mecir, 24, who has a 
string of wins in other tour- 
naments but has been hampered 
by a back injury this year. 

Positions 

The United States and Cze- 
choslovakia reversed the medals 
positions in the women’s doubles 
with Pam Shriver and Zina Garr- 
ison beating Jana Novotna and 
Helena Sukova 4-6 6-2 10-8 to 
take the gold. 

Mecir, who lost in this year's 
Wimbledon semifinals to Swede 
Stefan Edberg — themanhebeat 
in hispenultimatematch in Seoul 
— looked unsure when he first 
stepped on to the centre court at 
the Olympic Park today. 

He held his first serve only 
after a tough, six-minute game 
which went four times to deuce 


and was broken on a backhand 
error to allow Mayotte to go 4-3 
ahead. 

Mayotte broke him again, at 
the second attempt, to take the 
set with a cross-court backhand 
volley but Mecir broke straight 
back in the opening game of the 
second set: 

Fine-tuning bis serve and 
improving his service return, the 
third-seeded Mecir controlled 
the long baseline rallies through- 
out the second and third sets. 

Mayotte began to look 
nervous in the final set, losing his 
first service game on a double 
fault and failing to convert a 
break point against. Mecir in the 
□ext game. 

At 5-1 down Mayotte 
produced a serve which Medr 
could, not return to reach 5-2 but 
on matchpoint in the next game 
he struck a backhand into thenet 
and the Czechoslovak threw his 
racket high into the air in joy. 

“It’s been a great feeling and a 
great week to forget about the 
money for a while and to play for 
the sports spirit of the Olym- 
pics,*' said Medr. 

Shriver and Garrison were 
followed in the footsteps of the 
legendary Helen Wills and Hazel 


Wightman with their hard-won 
victory. 

The last time tennis featured in 
the Olympics was 64 years ago in 
Paris when Wills and Wightman 
won the doubles gold for the 
United States. 

Shriver, beaten to a bronze 
medal by Garrison in the singles, 
sobbed with emotion after being 
presented with her gold- 

“As a single moment it is a 
much bigger charge than win- 
ning a Grand Slam tour- 
nament," said Shriver who has 
won 17 Grand Slam titles with 
her usual partner Martina 
Navratilova. “It is the highlight 
of my career.” 

Opponents 

In a match lasting nearly two- 
and-a-half hours, the top-seeded 
Americans took their opponents 
to matchpoint five times before 
Novotna hit a forehand out to 
give them victory. 

Bronze medals went to all the 
losing semifinalists. 

Edberg and American Brad 
Gilbert took the bronzes in the 
singles, while the doubles medals 
went to West Germany’s Steffi 
Graf and Claudia Kohde-KUsch 
and Australia’s Wendy Turnbull 
and Elizabeth Smylie. 


SEOUL, Sept 30, (Reuter): Tim- 
ing is everything, as Soviet bask- 
etball coach Alexander Gomel- 
sky proved by bringing bis team 
along like clockwork on their 
march to the Olympic gold. 

The Soviet men started slowly 
but finished on top by beating 
rivals Yugoslavia 76-63 in the 
gold medal game today. 

The manner of their victory 
mirrored the Soviet performance 
throughout the tournament, 
which saw them lose their open- 
ing preliminary game to 
Yugoslavia before taking seven 
straight victories. 

Trailed 

Feeling their way at the start, 
the Soviet Union fell behind 6-0 
and trailed 24-12 after 12 min- 
utes of the first half. 

But then they went to work. 
They shut down the Yugoslavs 
without a point for nearly six 
minutes and went on to take a 3 1 - 
28 lead at the half. They came out 
roaring after the interval and 
didn't ease off until the gold was 
safely theirs. 

The key to the Soviet triumph, 
which added a second gold to 
their 1972 title in Munich, was 
the way they worked star centre 
Arvidas Sabonis back into their 
lineup after an injury absence of 
18 months. 


Sabonis did not start against 
Yugoslavia in the opening game 
and when he did play, appeared 
to lack his usual agility. Later in 
preliminaries, the 122-kg tower 
of strength under the boards sat 
out against Puerto Rico who 
□early upset the Soviet Union 
before losing in overtime. 

But Gomelsky's patience paid 
off. As the tournament wore on, 
Sabonis heated up. By the time 
the Soviet Union met the defend- 
ing US Olympic champions, 
Sabonis was ready. 

Sabonis scored 20 points and 
hauled down 15 rebounds 
against Yugoslavia. He had 13 
points and 13 rebounds to help 
■eliminate defending Olympic 
champions, the United States, in 
the semifinals. 

Yesterday Teresa Edwards, a 
veteran of the 1984 team, took 
charge in the second half and 
drove the US women’s basket- 
ball team to its second straight 
Olympic gold medal beating 
Yugoslavia 77-70. 

The Americans had won their 
first women’s gold in Los 
Angeles in 1984, but that one was 
without competition from the 
Eastern bloc countries. 

There was nothing to diminish 
this one. as coach Kay Yow’s 
team rolled past the once-mighty 
Soviet Union to get to the finals. 


Giant tumble 

THE heaviest man at the Olym- 
pics took a giant tumble on 
Thursday and fell out of the 
Games. Czechoslovak weightlif- 
ter Jiri Zubricky, born in a town 
called Most, toppled backwards 
and rolled off the platform on his 
second attempt to snatch 185 kg 
m the super heavyweight class. 
He also failed on his first and 
third attempts. Zubricky weighs 
165 kg. 

Bronzed beachboys 

TWO bronzed New Zealanders, 
who spend most of their lives on 
the beach, took advantage of 
years of sand, sea and surf to 
strike Olympic gold yesterday.

NEW YORK, Sept 30, (Reuter): 
Mike Tyson’s wife, the actress 
Robin Givens, says in a telev- 
ision interview that life with the 
heavyweight boxing champion 
has been “torture, pure hell, 
worse than anything I could pos- 
sibly imagine.” 

Givens, with Tyson seated 
quietly next to her at their 
palatial New Jersey home, said in 
a lengthy television interview 
that ter husband was a manic 
depressive. 

Describing Tyson’s “extre- 
mely volatile temper,” Givens 
said her husband had “a side to 
him that's scary. Michael is 
intimidating, to say the least I 
think that there’s a time when he 
cannot control his temper, and 
that's frightening.” 

Earned 

The 22-year-old Tyson, who is 
the youngest man ever to win the 
heavyweight championship and 
has earned roughly $40 million in 
his brief career, married Givens 
last February after a whirlwind 
courtship. 

Givens, 23, gave no indication 
that she wanted to leave Tyson. 
She said the consequences for 
Tyson would be dire, even life- 
threatening, if Givens, her 
mother, Ruth Roper, and aster 
left the fighter. . 

“He would be alone, and I 


don’t want that to happen,” 
Givens said, choking back tears. 


“He would have gotten so, so bad 
that I think maybe one day he 
would have been more deliberate 
and killed himself or hurt 
somebody else.” 

Tyson told interviewer Bar- 
bara Walters that he loves his 
wife and would not stand in her 
way if she chose to leave. “My 
wife would just have to ask for it 
and she has every penny I have,” 
Tyson said, according to a trans- 
cript of the interview. 

“She can leave right now- 
... take everything I have and just 
leave. She has the right to do it. 
She has... the power to do it,” 
Tyson added. 

Givens spoke of their trip 
earlier this month to Moscow, 


where riie taped an episode of the 
television show “Head of the 
Class,” and of her husband's 
behavioar. 

“He shakes. He pushes. He 
swings ....recently I’ve become 
very afraid. I mean very, very 
much afraid. For instance, in 
Russia, I was afraid," she said. 
“Michael is a manic depressive.” 

The New York Post last week 
quoted Tyson as saying he had 
been diagnosed as a manic 
depressive and the psychiatrist 
prescribed the drug li thium as 
part ofhis treatment.
